INTRODUCTION 



Whbk Mr. Evans asked me to write a few intro- 
daetory words to this volume, I was extremely glad 
to accede to his request, for I regard it as of the 
greatest importance that the privileges and require- 
ments under the Old Age Pensions Act, which the 
Government have passed this Session, should be 
as widely known as possible, and I therefore 
welcomed the issue of a publication whose aim is 
to summarise and interpret its provisions.

INTRODUCTOEY 



Thb object of this Act is to give to certain persons 
under well-defined conditions the right to receive 
from the State a money grant, which is termed in 
sect. 1 of the Act an old age pension. 

This is the first time in the history of this 
country that a scheme has been pat into operation 
for the relief of the aged poor, apart from those 
means which exist under the Poor Law. The 
provision made for the aged under this Act is 
essentially different in its character and incidence 
from any form of relief, whether it be relief pro- 
vided from public funds or from any public or 
private charity. Parochial relief is a burden on 
local taxation, whereas the sums required for the 
payment of old age pensions and expenses in- 
curred in the working of this Act will be provided 
from Imperial taxation (sects. 1 (8) and 10 (4)). 
Acceptance of parochial relief deprives the reci- 
pient of some of the most treasured rights of 
citizenship, but the old age pensioner suffers no

disability of any kind. His privileges are ex- 
pressly and carefully preserved in the first section 
(sect. 1 (4)). 

The Act introduces quite a new principle into 
English law. It may be said with truth that 
*' there has been as part of the accepted law of the 
land an obligation on those who are prosperous to 
assist in the provision for the necessitous." This Acti 
however, goes further, as it establishes a system by 
which everybody under certain conditions shall, 
without any direct contribution of their own, draw 
from State funds a small income as of right, as an 
honourable recognition of services rendered to the 
State. 

The general scheme is to provide old age pensions 
on the scale set forth in the Schedule to the Act, 
for all persons, male or female, of seventy years of 
age and upwards, who fulfil the statutory condi- 
tions, and do not suffer any of the disqualifications 
specified in sect. 8 of the Act. 

Where the yearly means of the pensioner do not 
exceed twenty-one pounds, the claimant is entitled 
to the maximum weekly pension, namely five 
shillings. The rate of weekly pension decreases 
until the maximum income of thirty-one pounds 
ten shillings per annum is reached, above which 
no pension is allowed. The sliding scale, as it is 
called, was not adopted, except after a full con- 
sideration of the arguments for and against it. In 
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INTBODUOTOBY 

the bill as originally introdaced into Parliament a 
onif orm pension of five shillings per week was pro- 
posed. The advantage of a sliding scale is, that it 
minimises the hardship which is bound to reenlty 
where there is a sadden drop in the pension if the 
claimant's means are just above the maximum. 
The sliding scale, however, will entail more laboor 
and cost in carrying oat the scheme. 

There is no differentiation in the amoant of 
pension granted other than that provided by means 
of the eliding scale. No discretion is given to 
the pension aathorities. Once the means of the 
claimant are ascertained, the pension granted, if 
any, must be according to the scale in the Schedule. 
In this respect, it does not follow the recommenda- 
tions of some Parliamentary Committees which 
inquired into the matter. The Select Committee 
on Aged Deserving Poor (1899) recommended that 
the amount of the pension in each district should 
be fixed at not less than five shillings or more than 
seven shillings a week, at the discretion of the 
Pension Committee according to the cost of living 
in the locality. 

The scheme is non-contributory, which means 
that the pensioners do not make any direct con- 
tributions towards the fund from which they draw 
their pension, although it may be argued that 
all persons have contributed towards the old age 
pension fund, through the medium of taxation.

But it is not a contributory scheme in the same 
sense that the German scheme is, where workmen 
make direct contributions to the fund. Diffi- 
culties in the way of the immediate adoption of 
a contributory scheme in this country appear to be 
insurmountable, and all Parliamentary Committees 
which considered the question gradually abandoned 
the idea. It would be obviously impossible to put 
a contributory scheme into operation immediately. 
Any such system would practically exclude women 
from its benefits, and tiie majority of working men 
would be unable to make adequate provision for 
old age, in addition to that which they are making 
for sickness, infirmity, and unemploymait. 

It has been pointed out that the whole cost of 
the scheme shall be borne by Parliament. The 
Select Committee on Aged Deserving Poor (1899) 
proposed that the cost of the pensions should be 
borne by the poor rate, and that a contribution 
should be made from Imperial sources in aid of the 
general cost of poor law administration, to be 
allocated, not in proportion to the amount dis- 
tributed in each union in respect of pensions, 
but on the basis of population, and not to exceed 
one half of the estimated cost of the pension. 
The advantage of the present scheme is, that its ' 
working will always be closely followed by Parlia- 
ment, and the President of the Local Government 
Board, who has the last word in the determination 
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INTEODUOTOEY 

of any question lyhich may arise under the Act, is a 
Minister responsible to Parliament. 

Statutory Conditions and DitqaaUficationB. 

Before a person is entitled to an old age pension, 
he must satisfy the pension authority that he com- 
plies with the statutory conditions laid down in 
sect. 2, and is not subject to any of the disquali- 
fications set out in sect. 8. 

The statutory conditions are as follow : — 

(a) He must have attained the age of seventy. 

(b) He must satisfy the pension authorities that 
he has been a British subject, and has had his 
residence, as defined by the regulations, in the 
United Kingdom, for at least twenty years up 
to the date of the receipt of any sum on 
account of a pension. 

(c) His yearly means as calculated under this Act 
must not exceed thirty-one pounds ten shillings. 

These conditions are laid down so that the pensions 
are secured by those who are in need of them, and 
who are British subjects and residents. 

The following are the circumstances under which 
the claimant or pensioner will be disqualified for 
receiving or continuing to receive an old age 
pension : — 

While he is in receipt of any poor relief (other 
than certain kinds of relief which for this purpose 
are not to be considered as poor relief), and,

until the thirty-first day of Deeember, nineteen 
hundred and ten, unless Parliament otherwise 
determines, if he has at any time since the first day 
of January, nineteen hundred and eight, received, 
or hereafter receives, any such relief. 

The following shall not be classed as poor 
relief : — 

(i) Any medical or surgical assistance (including 
food or comforts) supplied by or on the recom- 
mendation of a medical officer ; 
(ii) Any relief given to any person by means 
of the maintenance of any dependant of that 
person in any lunatic asylum, infirmary, or 
hospital, or the payment of any expenses of 
the burial of a dependant; 
(iii) Any relief (other than medical or surgical 
assistance, or relief hereinbefore specifically 
exempted) which by law is expressly declared 
not to be a disqualification for registeation 
as a Parliamentary elector, or a reason for 
depriving any person of any franchise, right, 
or privilege. 
If, before he becomes entitled to a pension, he 
has habitually failed to work according to his 
ability, opportunity, and need, for the maintenance 
or benefit of himself and those legally dependent 
upon him. A person will not, however, be dis- 
qualified under this paragraph if he has con- 
tinuously for ten years up to attaining the age of 
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sixty, by means of payments to friendly, provident, 
or other societies, or trade anions, or other approved 
steps, made such provision against old age, sick- 
ness, infirmity, or want or loss of employment as 
is recognised as proper provision for the purpose 
by the regulations. Moreover, any such provision, 
when made by the husband in the case of a married 
couple living together, will, as respects any right 
of the wife to a pension, be treated as provision 
made by the wife as well as by the husband. 

While he is detained in any asylum within the 
meaning of the Lunacy Act, 1890, or while he is 
being maintained in any place as a pauper or 
criminal lunatic, and also during the continuance 
of any period of disqualification arising or imposed 
in pursuance of sub-sects. (2) and (8) of sect. 8 
of the Act in consequence of conviction for an 
offence. 

It will be noticed that the disqualification on the 
ground of the receipt of poor relief applies only to 
those who are actually in receipt of the same, and 
until the 81st December, 1910, unless Parliament 
otherwise determmes, to those who have at any 
time since the 1st January, 1908, received, or here- 
after receive, any such relief. This provision is 
far less drastic than that proposed by the Select 
Committee on Aged Deserving Poor (1899), which 
excluded a claimant, unless he could satisfy the 
pension authority that he had not received poor 
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THE OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT 

relief (other than medical relief) » unless under cir- 
cumstances of a wholly exceptional character^ 
during twenty years prior to the application for a 
pension. 

Pension Authoritiei. 

Sub-sect. (5) of sect. 8 of the Act provides 
that any reference to pension authorities shall be 
construed as a reference to the pension officer, the 
local pension committee, and the central pension 
authority, or to any one of them, as the case 
requires. 

Pension officers shall be appointed by the 
Treasury, and the Treasury may appoint such 
number of those officers as they think fit to act for 
such areas as they direct. 

It is understood that the Treasury will appoint 
the local officers of Excise to be pension officers, 
who shall in the execution of their office observe 
and follow the orders, instructions, and directions 
of the Commissioners of Inland Bevenue. These 
officers will be quite free from any control by the 
local pension committee. They are appointed by 
Treasury warrant, and are to act as local agents of 
the Treasury. It is essential that there should be 
someone to safeguard the interests of the Treasury, 
the whole cost of the scheme being defrayed out of 
Imperial funds, and no financial responsibility rests 
on tiie local authorities. There is a sufficiently 
large staff of Excise officials scattered throughout 
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the ooontry to cope with the new work, with the 
requisite machinery for making the neoessary 
inquiries, and with the means of joint action where 
a pensioner moves from one district to another, or 
where it is necessary that a claimant's birthplace 
or history be traced. 

The duties of the pension officer are laid down 
in the regulations and in special instructions 
issued to him by the Commissioners of Inland 
Bevenue. He is to keep a register of all claims 
referred to him in the manner prescribed by the 
Treasury, and he shall also enter in the register of 
claims such particulars as the Treasury prescribe, 
of every decision of the pension committee, or of the 
central pension authority, on any claim or question. 

He must then investigate all claims (with the 
exception of the proviso in regulation 9) referred to 
him, for the purpose of ascertaining whetiier the 
claimant is entitled to a pension, and if he is so 
entitled, to what rate of pension. 

The result of the investigation must be communi- 
cated to the local pension committee in a report 
by the officer. He shall annex to every report the 
original claim and (except in the case of the special 
report) a statement of the inquiries made by him in 
reference to the claim and the result of those 
inquiries, and, unless he is satisfied that the yearly 
means of the claimant do not exceed 21!., and so 
states in the report, a summary of the income. 
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property, and other yearly means of the claimant 
He must also, if requested by the pension com- 
mittee, procure any further information which it is 
in his power to procure in reference to any matter 
to be considered by the committee. He is entitled 
to attend any meeting held for considering any 
claim, and to speak, but not to vote thereat. 

He must report on any question raised by any 
pensioner as to the weekly rate of pension to which 
he is entitled, provided that if the officer is satisfied 
that there is no evidence in support of tiie allega- 
tions made by the pensioner, he is not bound to 
make any report on the question. 

He may raise any question as to the continuance 
of the statutory conditions or as to tiie disqualifica- 
tion of the pensioner, or any question as to the 
weekly rate of pension to which the pensioner is 
e]:ititled, by submitting the question, together with 
his report thereon, for consideration and determina- 
tion by the committee. 

He shall take into consideration any representa- 
tion which may be made by any person that any 
such question as aforesaid ought to be investigated, 
and shall, if he considers it necessary so to do, 
investigate and report on the question accordingly. 

He has the right of appeal to the central pension 
authority against any decision of the local pension 
committee. 

After the claim is settled he shall preserve all 
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docoments relating to such claim for six months 
after the date of the decision on the claim or pen- 
sion, and on the expiration of those six months 
shall forward them to the Local Government Board. 
On the removal of a pensioner from the district of 
one pension officer to the district of another officer, 
the former shall transmit to the other all documents 
in his possession relating to the pensioner or to his 
claim, together with a copy of the entries in the 
register of claims relating thereto. 

He must issue to the pensioner a book of pen- 
sion orders not later than the date on which the 
first payment in respect of the pension is to be 
made. He is also to explain to the pensioner how 
the pension is to be paid, and the procedure in case 
of illness or infirmity of the pensioner. 

The constitution and proceedings of local pension 
committees are dealt with in detail in sub-sects. (1) 
and (2) of sect. 8 of the Act, and regulations 21 
to 24, inclusive. 

The local pension committee shall be a conmiittee 
Bippointed for every borough and urban district 
having a population, according to the last published 
census for tiie time being, of 20,000 or over 
(10,000 in Ireland), and for every county (exclud- 
ing the area of any such borough or district) 
by the council of the borough, district, or county. 
In Scotland the population limit does not apply. 
The persons appointed to be members of a local 
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pension committee need not be members of tbe 
council by which they are appointed. A list of local 
authorities entitled to appoint local pension com- 
mittees is to be found in Appendices I., J., E. . 

'' A local pension committee may appoint such 
and so many sub-committees, consisting either 
wholly or partly of the members of the committee 
as the committee think fit, and a local pension 
committee may delegate, either absolutely or under 
such conditions as they think fit, to any such sub- 
committee, any powers and duties of the local 
pension committee under this Act." 

The duties of the committees involve the con- 
sideration of all claims, the decision tiiereon, and 
the determination of any question arising there- 
from. The committee cannot give an adverse 
decision to the claimant without giving him an 
opportunity of being heard. 

** Every question at a meeting of the committee 
shall be determined by a majority of the vote^ of 
the members of tiie committee present and voting 
on the question, and, in case of an equal division 
of votes, the chairman of the meeting shall have 
a second or casting vote." 

Each committee and sub - committee must 
appoint some fit person as their clerk, whose 
duties are laid down in regulation 28. ^'The 
clerk of every committee and sub-committee 
shall immediately on his appointment notify the 
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appointment, together with his name and address, to 
the Local Government Board. Under regulation 28 
the committee may assign to their clerk or to the 
clerk of a sub-committee such remuneration as 
they think fit, not being in excess of the scale 
fixed for the purpose by the Treasury " (Financial 
Instructions, page 174). 

A committee or sub-committee is entitled to use 
free of charge (except such charge as may be 
approved by the Treasury for heating, lighting, or 
cleaning), at all reasonable times and after reason- 
able notice, any office of any local authority situate 
in the area for which the committee are appointed. 
If a question arises as to what is reasonable, it 
may be determined by the Local Government 
Board. '' If in any case there are no offices of a 
local authority available for use by a committee, 
and the committee are unable to obtain the use of 
any room free of charge, they may hire a room for 
their meetings, but the cost of hiring must not 
exceed the scale fixed by the Treasury." 

The committee shall not investigate any claim 
before receiving the report of the pension officer 
thereon, but after receiving such report they may 
obtain, if necessary, any further information either 
from the pension officer, if it is in his power to give 
it, or from any other source. 

The functions of the committee do not extend to 
supervising the payment of pensions, nor are they

required to consider the questionB of the con- 
tinuance of qualification for pension, unless such 
questions are brought before them by the pension 
officer for determination. 

Sect. 7 (1) (c) of the Act provides for an 
appeal being made to the central pension 
authority by the pension officer or any person 
aggrieved against the decision of the pension 
committee. '' The central pension authority shall 
be the Local Government Board, and the Board 
may act through such committee, persons or person 
appointed by them as they think fit.*' 

'^ Li the case of any appeal to the Local Govern- 
ment Board, the Board shall cause such inquiry to 
be held, or take such other steps as they think 
necessary for the purpose of enabling them to 
come to a proper decision in the case." 

Procedure on Making and Determination of Claims. 

The Act and the Begulations lay down the 
following course of procedure to be taken for the 
purpose of obtaining a pension. 

The claimant must in the first instance fill up a 
form of claim (Form 1) which may be obtained free 
of charge at any post office or from the pension 
officer. The postmaster, if requested to do so by 
the claimant, will give him such information and 
such assistance in filling up the form of claim as it 
is in his power to give, and as may be necessary to 
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enable that person to fill up the form properly. 
The name of the post office at which it is desired 
that the pension should be made payable must be 
stated on the claim. The claimant should sign 
the form (or if unable to write affix his mark to it) 
in the presence of a witness^ who will also sign it. 
The claim is then to be delivered to the postmaster 
of the post office where the pension is to be paid, 
or to the pension officer (regulation 6). In the 
absence of any direction from the pension com- 
mittee, the postmaster must forward the claim 
forthwith to the pension officer, who will investigate 
it in the manner already indicated (page 9). 

Although in the first instance the claimant is 
not required to produce evidence in support of his 
claim, it is highly desirable, so as to prevent any 
unnecessary loss of time before the final settlement 
of his claim, that at the time of making his claim 
he should be in a position to supply the pension 
officer with all the information required to satisfy 
the officer that the claimant complies with the 
requirements of the Act. 

The points to which tiie attention of the pension 
officer will be directed may be summarised as 
follows : — 

(1) Means of determining the age of claimant. 
He must be prepared with some evidence of the 
kind enumerated in the note to sect. 2 (page 27). 
He may also be able to show the officer an entry 
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of his birth in some family record, such as a 
Bible, or sampler. 

(2) Evidence of naturalisation in the case of a 
claimant not born in the United Kingdom. The 
claimant may prove that he is a British subject 
either by producing a naturalisation certificate and 
showing that he is the person referred to in the 
certificate, or by showing that he is bom of a father 
who was a British subject. If the claimant is not 
in a position to produce a naturalisation certificate 
the officer may inquire of the Home Office as to 
whether the person is on the Register of Naturalised 
Aliens. 

If the claimant was born out of the British 
dominions of a British father, he ought to show, 
if possible, whether his father and his grandfather 
were bom in the British dominions or not. (See 
note to sect. 2, page 29, Second Schedule, page 117.) 

(8) The claimant must produce some evidence of 
having resided and having been employed in the 
United Kingdom during the previous twenty years. 
If absent at any time during the period he must 
give particulars of the absence. The claimant 
ought to be able to inform the pension officer 
where he has resided during the previous twenty 
years, and, if possible, should refer him to some two 
persons who have known him. (Second Schedule, 
page 117.) 

(4) The claimant must be prepared with correct 
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partioulars of his meansy espeoially as regards the 
following : — 

(a) Amount of wages (if any) of which he is now 
in receipt, and amount received daring the 
preceding year. 

(b) Amount of any pay, pension, or other 
allowance from any friendly society, or trade 
union, or from any person. 

(c) Investments. 

(d) Money in hand, and in the bank. 

(e) House property. 

(f) Land. 

(g) Other property, such as profits from any 
trade or business. 

(5) Bent paid (if any). Whether claimant is 
boarded and lodged free, if not, the amount paid 
for board and lodging. 

(6) Particulars of wages, property, or other 
means of wife (or husband). 

(7) Whether claimant has directly or indirectly 
deprived himself of any income or property in 
order to qualify for the receipt of a pension, or for 
the receipt of a pension at a higher rate than that 
to which he would otherwise be entitled. 

(8) Whether claimant is now receiving or has 
at any time smce the 1st January, 1908, received 
any poor law relief, if so, the nature of the relief. 

(9) Whether claimant did for ten years before 
attaining the age of sixty, by means of subscriptions 

O.A.P. 2 
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to any friendly, provident, or other similar society, 
or trade union, or in any other way, make any pro- 
vision against old age, sickness, infirmity, or want or 
loss of employment. Claimant should be able to 
give particulars. 

(10) Whether claimant has within the last ten 
years been in prison under sentence of imprison- 
ment or penal servitude. 

(11) Whether claimant has under the order of 
any Court made within the last ten years been dis- 
qualified for receiving a pension. 

After the pension officer has completed his 
investigation, he is to forward at intervals the 
claims and his reports thereon to the committee 
for their decision. 

The committee must arrange a meeting for the 
consideration of the claims received, to be held 
within seven day^ of the receipt of the reports 
(regulation 11 (1), page 78). Not less than three 
days' notice of such meeting must be sent to the 
pension officer, and the notice must specify the 
claims which will be considered at that meeting 
(regulation 12, page 78). 

The procedure to be followed at the meeting for 
the consideration of claims is fully described in 
regulations 18 and 14 (page 79), and the Circular 
of the Local Government Board (Appendix B., 
page 181). 

Whenever a final decision is arrived at, the 
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clerk of the committee most send forthwith a 
notice of the decision to the claimant and the 
pension officer on the proper forms. 

Appeals from Deei$ions of Committee. 

The procedure to be followed on appeal to the 
central pension authority is described in regula- 
tions 18 and 19 (page 8S) and the Circular of the 
Local Government Board (Appendix B., page 188). 

Notice of appeal on form 9 must be sent to the 
Local Government Board within seven days of the 
date of the decision, or if the appellant is a person 
to whom notice of the decision is required to be sent, 
within seven days after the receipt of the notice by 
him. 

At the same time as he sends off form 9 to the 
Board the appellant must send or deliver form 10 
to the clerk of the committee, notifying to the 
committee of the appeal having been made, and 
stating tiie grounds on which the appellant bases 
his case. 

If the appellant be any other person than the 
claimant, the clerk of the committee must notify 
the claimant on lorm 11 that an appeal has been 
brought 

The clerk of the committee must send to the 
Board forthwith, after receiving notification of 
appeal, the claim or question in respect of which 
the appeal is brought, the report of the pension

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officer, a statement of the decision of the committee 
tiiereon, and all other documents in the possession 
of the committee relating thereto. 

The decision of the Board will be communicated 
to the committee in a form corresponding to 
form 12 in the First Schedule of the Begulations 
(page 114). On receiving this form the derk of 
the committee should at once send form 18 com- 
municating the Board's decision to the pension 
officer and the claimant, and should the appellant 
be neither of these persons, a form should be sent 
to him also. 

When a decision becomes final either after the 
expiration of the time within which an appeal can 
be lodged, or after the appeal has been decided 
by the Local Government Board, all documents 
relating to the claim must be sent to the pension 
officer. 

Payment of Pennons. 

After a final decision allowing a claim has been 
given, the pensioner will obtain from the pension 
officer a book of pension orders. The book is to be 
delivered to the pensioner not later than the date 
on which the first payment in respect of the pension 
is to be made. The pension orders in the book are 
of the denominations of 5^., 4^., Ss., 2$., or 1«., 
according to the rate of pension to which the 
pensioner is entitled. 
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The pensioner must not remove any order from 
the book. He must present in person the book of 
orders at the post office which he has selected in 
his claim form as the office of payment. 

If the pensioner, by reason of temporary illness 
or infirmity, is unable to attend in person at the 
post office, he may authorise another person to 
receive payment on his behalf, and a form for this 
purpose will be supplied at the post office. This 
form of authority will be of no use after seven days 
from the date of issue, as shown by the post office 
stamp. 

In cases of permanent infirmity or prolonged 
illness, the pension officer will, on the production 
of a medical certificate, issue to the pensioner an 
authority for tiie payment of the pension as it 
becomes due, to the agent named in the application. 

Arrangements can be made with the pension 
officer for authorising the payments to be made at 
other post offices than the one specified by the 
pensioner on his form of claim. 
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THE OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT, 1908. 

(8 Edw. Vn. 0. 40.) 

An Act to provide for Old Age FenBions. 

[Ist Angost 1908.] 

Bb it enacted by the King's most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : — 

Lvterpretation, — ^Tke Interpretation Act, 1889, applies for 
the purpose of the interpretation of an Act of Parliament, 
and for the purpose of the interpretation of the Regulations 
under this Act (regulation 2 (2) ). 

For the sections of the Interpretation Act which are 
material in this case, see note to regulation 2, page 69. 

Right to !•*— (1) Every person in whose case the con- 
^^^n^^on. ditions laid down by this Act for the receipt of 
an old age pension (in this Act referred to as statu- 
tory conditions) are fulfilled, shall be entitled to 
receive such a pension under this Act so I<mg as 
those conditions continue to be fulfilled (a), and so 
long as he is not disqualified under this Act for 
the receipt of the pulsion (6). 

(2) An old age pension under this Act shall be at 
the rate set forth in the schedule to this Act (o). 
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(8) The sums required for the payment of old <• i* 
age pensions under this Act shall be paid out of 
moneys provided by Parliament (d). 

(4) The receipt of an old age pension under this 
Act shall not deprive the penatoner of any franchise, 
right, or privilege, or subject him to any dis- 
ability (e). 

(a) This section gives a statutory light to an old age 
pension to aU persons who comply with the conditions set 
out in sect. 2. So long as the conditions continue to be 
fulfiUed, the pension wiU be paid until death. If, however, 
for example, a person, after having been granted a pension, 
received a considerable accession to his income, which would 
bring his means, as calculated under this Act, to exceed the 
maTJTnuTn provided in sect 2 (3), his .title to a pension would 
at once cease. 

Under regulation 32 (2), the pensioner, on every issue to 
him of a fresh book of pensicm orders, will have to make a 
fresh declaration as to his means, and that to the best of his 
belief he is not disqualified for continuing to receive a 
pension. Form 16 (First Schedule) is to be used for the 
purpose. At the same time, the pension officer is to see that 
the pensioner fully understands the meaning of the declara- 
tion before he signs it, and is to draw his attention to 
sect. 9 (1) of the Act 

Where a pensioner continues to draw an old age pension 
notwithstanding that he is not r^htly entitled to it, he, or, 
in the case of his death, his personal representative, shaU be 
liable to repay to the Treasury any sums paid to him in 
respect of the pension while he was not entitled to it, and 
the amount of those sums may be recovered as a debt due to 
the Grown (sect. 9 (2) }. 

In order to see that the statutory conditions continue to 
be fulfilled, it will be the duty of the pension officer to keep 
in touch with the pensioners, and, if necessary, to raise any 
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8. 1» queftion as to contintiaiice of the ftilfilment of the statutory 
oonditionB in the manner provided by regulation 17 (2). 

(6) The title to an old age pension is a defeasible one, if 
the claimant is subject to any of the disqualifications speci- 
fied in sect. 3. GRie claimant must escape and continue to 
escape the disqualifications of i^e section. For instance, if a 
pensioner became a limatic, and became a charge on public 
funds, he would forfeit his r^ht to a pension. 

(c) The Schedule (see page 67} provides that the pension 
granted shall be according to a sliding scale, with a 
mayjmum of five shillings per week, where the yearly means 
of the pensioner as calculated under this Act do not exceed 
twenty-one pounds, and a minimum of one shilling per 
week where the yearly means exceed 28Z. lis, 6d., but do 
not exceed Zll. 10«. Od. No discretion is allowed the 
pension authority. Once the yearly means are ascertained, 
the amount of weekly pension must be according to the 
scale in the Schedule. The principles which goyem the 
method of calculating the means of the claimant are laid 
down in sect. 4 (see note on that section), and in regulations 
and instructions issued by the Commissioners of Inland 
Bevenue to pension officers under paragraphs 9 (2) and 34 of 
Hie regulations. 

Where a claim is allowed, it rests with the pension com- 
mittee to fix the weekly rate of pension to which the 
pensioner is entitled (regulation 15). 

(d) In addition to the money required for the payment of 
pensions, all expenses incurred by the Treasury in carrying 
this Act into effect, and the expenses of the Local Govern- 
ment Board and the local pension committee under this 
Act, up to an amount approved by the Treasury, shall be 
defrayed out of moneys provided by Parliament (sect. 10 (4)). 

The local pension committee will not be concerned with 
the payment of pensions. The pensioner will receive full 
instructions how the money is to be paid from the pension 
officer. 

(e) This sub-section distinguishes an old age pension from 
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relief under the Poor Law. The receipt of a pension under St. 1, 2. 
this Act does not in any way affect the pensioner's rights as 
a citizen. He is neither disqualified to vote at elections nor 
to serve on public bodies. 

At Common Law persons who are obliged to depend 
wholly, or in part, on eleemosynary assistance are disqualified 
for Toting, as, on account of their dependent position i^ey 
would not be regarded as being free agents. This was 
extended by the « Representation of the People Act,** 1832, 
s. 36, as extended by Bepresentation of the People Act, 1867, 
s. 40, to parochial relief. This statute enacts that no person 
shall be entitled to be registered in any year as a yoter, etc., 
for any county, city, or borough, who shall within twelve 
calendar months next previous to the last day of July (now 
the 15th) in such year have received parochial relief or other 
alms which by the law of Parliament now disqualify from 
voting. 

By sect. 9 of the Municipal Corporations Act, 1882(45 &46 
Vict. c.'50}, persons are not entitled to be enrolled on the 
burgess roll, if they have within the last preceding twelve 
months before 15th July received union or parochial relief or 
other alms. Such persons are, therefore, disqualified from 
sitting on i^ose bodies. 

Persons who have within twelve months of their election 
received union or parochial relief are disqualified for being 
elected a chairman or member of a parish council, rural 
district council, urban district council (other than a council 
of a borough), and board of guardians (Local Qovemment 
Act, 1894 (56 & 57 Yict. c. 73), s. 46). 

2. The statutory conditions for the receipt of an statutorj 
old age pension by any person are — forr«oeipt 

of old A^O 

(1) The person must have attained the age of p*"^^"- 
seventy (a) : 

(2) The person must satisfy the pension autho- 
rities that for at least twenty years up to the 
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^'^' date of the receipt of any sum on account 

of a pension he has been a British subject, 
and has had his residence, as defined by 
regulations under this Act, in the United 
.Kingdom (b) : 
(8) The person must satisfy the pension autho- 
rities that his yearly means as calculated under 
this Act do not exceed thirty-one pounds 
ten shillings (o). 

This section defines the statutory conditions with which 
the claimant must comply. 

(a) Sub-sect. (1) lays down a minimuTn age limit of 
seventy. Under sect. 10 of this Act, the Treasury, in con- 
junction with the Local Oovemment Board, have made 
regulations for prescribing the evidence to be required as to 
the fulfilment of the statutory conditions. The claimant 
must ^iter his age and date of birth, if possible, in the par- 
ticulars on his daim form. In addition, he will subsequently 
have to furnish any further particulars which the pension 
officer may require. 

Under paragraph 9 (2) of the Eegulations the pension 
officer shall, subject to compliance with the instructions set 
out in the Second Schedule to the Begulations, and to any 
further instructions issued for the guidance of pension 
officers, investigate the claim in such manner as he thinks 
best fitted for the purpose. Begulation 26 provides that the 
Local Government Board or any committee may, for the 
purpose of determining any daim or question which is to be 
determined by the Board or the committee, have regard to any 
such evidence or information as in the opinion of the Board 
or committee is suffident for the purpose, and is the best 
evidence or information which it is reasonably possible to 
obtain. 

The Second Schedule provides that for the purpose of 
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detemuning the age of any person, regaxd may be had to any 8. 8. 
of the following documents, viz. : — 

Certificate of birth ; 

Certificate of baptism ; 

Certificate of service in any of the forces of the Crown ; 

Certificate of membership of any friendly or j^ovident 
society or trade union ; 

Certificate of marriage. 

Any other evidence which appears sufficient for the purpose. 

This list does not by any means exhaust all the possible 
means of obtaining information as to age, but as the pension 
officer under regulation 10 must annex to every report sent 
by him to the committee a statement of the inquiries made 
by him in reference to the xslaim, and the result of those 
inquiries, the nature of the evidence obtained must be 
clearly set forth in the report. 

The pension officer has various sources of information at 
his disposal. For example, in England and Wales he can 
communicate with the Begistrar-General, Somerset House, 
and endeavour to obtain tiie particulars from that quarter. 
No records are available before 1st July, 1837. Certificates 
of birth of persons seventy years of age or upwards will 
not be available for some time in Scotland or Ireland. But 
in the former there are documents in the custody of the 
Begistrar-General in Edinburgh which may give the required 
information, and in Ireland the baptismal registers will be 
useful for the same purpose. The census returns of Ireland 
for the years 1821, 1831, 1841, and 1851 are available for 
public inspection, and they will often give a good indication 
of the age of the claimant. 

Docimientary evidence as to age is, as a rule, the best 
evidence. In i^e absence of any provision to the contrary, 
any documentary evidence furnished by the claimant must be 
at his own expense, but such do<mments are the claimant's 
property, and he is entitled to the return of them. 

With regard to evidence of the date of birth, the Local 
Government Board have made arrangements with a view to 
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8. 8. saying claimants for a pension the expense of obtaining 
certificates of their birth for the purpose of proving their age. 
Under these arrangements, in the case of any claimant whose 
birth was registered in England or Wales since 1st July, 
1837, if the precise date and place of birth are entered on the 
form of daim, the pension officer may apply to the B^^istrar- 
General with the object of verifying these particulars, 
without expense to the claimant. 

{b) The claimant must have been a British subject for at 
least twenty years up to the date of the receipt of any sum 
on account of a pension, and must have had his residence in 
the United Kingdom during the same period. Both condi- 
tions must be complied with ; neither one wiU satisfy without 
the other. The words in the section, **up to the date of the 
receipt o/any eum on account of a pension" signify that the 
two conditions are continuing. If Hlq pensioner becomes an 
alien or ceases to reside in the United Kingdom he forfeits 
his right to a pension. 

British subject includes a naturalised British subject {Be 
Otdly, 45 L. J. P. D. & A. 107). 

According to the Common Law a person bom in the 
dominion of the King is a natural-bom British subject, and 
a person bom beyond the limits of the King's dominions is an 
alien. The following exceptions have been made by statute : — 

(1) A person bom abroad whose father was a natural-bom 
British subject (4 G^o. 11. c. 21, s. 1), and the son of a per- 
son so bom abroad (13 Oteo. m. c. 21), are to all intents 
and for all purposes natural-bom British subjects, always 
assuming that the father up to the date of the birth has 
done nothing to divest himself of his British nationality. The 
great-grandson of such a person is, however, an alien {De Beer 
v. Stone, 22 Ch. Div. 243). 

(2) An alien may be naturalised under the Naturalisation 
Act, 1870, after five years' residence in the United Kingdom. 

(3) If the peilson who has obtained such a certificate of 
naturalisation be the father or widowed mother of a child, 
who at the date of the certificate is an infant, and who 
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beoomes resident with the father or mother in the United 8. S. 
Kingdom, such a child becomes a notoraliBed British subject 
<33 & 34 Vict. c. 14, s. 7). 

(4) The marriage of an alien woman with a British subject 
makes her a British subject ; conversely, the marriage of a 
female Britidi subject with an alien makes her an alien. 

(5) A foreigner bom in the United Eingdom may, under 
the Naturalisation Act, make a declaration of alienage, and 
so divest himself of his allegiance, and a British subject may 
divest himself of his British nationality by becoming a 
naturalised citizen of a foreign State, except that he cannot 
do so in an enemy's State in time of war {B, v. Lynch, 1903, 
1 K. B. 444 ; see Anson's Law and Custom of the Constitu- 
tion, vol. ii 240 ; Naturalisation Act, 1870, see Appoidix L.). 

The pension officer will be guided by the instructions in 
the Second Schedule of the Begulations, which provide as 
follows : — 

Where it appears that any person was bom in the British 
dominions and has not resided out of the British dominions 
during the preceding twenty years, he may, unless there is 
reason to suspect the contrary, be taken as being a British 
subject. 

If it appears that any person was not bom in the British 
dominions, he may prove that he is a British subject either 
byproduciDg a naturalisation certificate and showing that he 
is the person referred to in the certificate or by showing that 
he was bom of a father who was a British subject. 

If a person who alleges that he was naturalised is unable 
to produce a naturalisation certificate, in<|uiry may be made 
of the Home Office as to whether the person is on the 
Begister of Naturalised Aliens. 

If any person alleges that he was bom out of the British 
dominions of a British father he should be required, 
possible, to show whether his father and his grandfather 
were bom in the British dominions or not. 

It is to be noted that the words '* British dominions" 
shall be construed to mean and include all parts of the 
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8. S. United Emgdom of Ghreat Britain and Ireland, the lalands of 
""■""■""""^ Jersey and Quemsey, all parts of the East and West Indies, 
and all the Colonies, Settlements, and Possessions of the 
Grown which now are or hereafter may be acqxiired (Copy- 
right Act, 1842, s. 2). 

The words " United Kingdom " in this Act do not include 
the Channel Islands, or the Isle of Man, but they include 
the other adjacent islands. 

In Acts of Parliament where it is intended to include the 
Channel Islands and the Isle of Man in the United Kingdom 
there is a special interpretation clause to that effect (see,* 
for example, 41 & 42 Yict. c. 73, s. 7). 
Beeidence is defined in regulation 29 as follows : — 
For the purpose of the statutory condition relating to 
residence, the expression "residence" shall mean actual 
presence in the United Kingdom, uninterrupted otherwise 
than by temporary absences, and 
(a) A person (being a claimant) shall be deemed to have 
been temporarily absent — 

(i) If before the absence he was living in the United 
Kingdom and throughout the absence he was employed 
in the service of the Crown as a soldier, sailor, or 
otherwise, or was in the service of any one so employed : 
Provided that for the purposes of this provision a 
person shall not be deemed to be in the service of the 
Grown unless his remimeration is paid out of moneys 
provided by the Parliament of the United Kingdom ; or 
(ii) If before the absence he was living in the United 
Kingdom and throughout the absence he was serving 
on board a vessel registered m the United Kingdom ; or 
(iii) If throughout the absence his home was in the 
United Kingdom : Provided that a person shall not be 
deemed for the purposes of this provision to have had 
his home in the United Kingdom during any absence 
(other than absences to which paragraphs (i) and (ii) of 
this regulation apply) which occurred wholly or partly 
within the period of twenty years prescribed by 
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sub-sect. (2) of sect. 2 of the Act, if the aggregate of 8. 8. 
those absences since the beginning of the earliest of — — — 
them exceeds eight years : 

(b) A person (being a pensioner) shall be deemed to haye 
been temporarily absent if he is absent for any period 
not exceeding three months at any one time. 

Temporary absence with reference to a claimant is con- 
strued differently to a pensioner. 

It should be specially noted that service under the Grown 
outside the United Kingdom cannot be regarded as temporary 
absence unless the remuneration is paid out of moneys pro- 
vided by the Parliament of the United Kingdom. Service 
under the Grown in a self-governing colony cannot therefore 
be regarded as temporary absence, if the services were paid 
for out of colonial funds. 

A person shall be deemed to be temporarily absent, if 
throughout the absence his home was in the United King- 
dom, provided that the aggregate of the absences, which 
occurred wholly or partly within the twenty years prescribed 
in sect. 2» does not exceed eight years. This total is to 
include any period of absence previous to the twenty years, 
if it is part of a period of absence which occurred partly 
within the twenty years. Thus, let us suppose that a 
claimant, who is otherwise qualified to receive his first sum 
on account of an old age pension on 1st January, 1909, is 
proved to have been absent from the United Kingdom on the 
Ist January, 1889, and had been for a period of six months 
previous to that date. That period must be included with 
the absences after Ist January, 1889, in order to ascertain 
the aggregate of absences. 

Whatever the length of absences may be, the claimant's 
home must be in the United Kingdom, or he is dis- 
qualified, even though the aggregate does not exceed eight 
years. 

It wiU often be difficult to decide whether, during the 
absence of a person from the United Kingdom, his home is 
still to be regarded as being in the United Kingdom. 
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8. 9. The following definition of *' home " has been giyen :— " A 

^ person's home is that place or country in which, either he 
resides, with the intention of residence {animuB fnanendi)^ 
or in which he has so resided, and with regard to which 
he retains either residence, or the intention of residence " 
(Dicey, Conflict of Laws, 81). 

The question whether a given place is to be considered as 
the person's home at a particular time is a question of fact, 
and not ot law. It resolves itself in most cases to one of 
intention. It does not depend on the length of time one 
stays at a particular place. A person may have left England 
to stay in the United States for, say, two years, and still 
have his home in England, if he retains the intention of 
residence in England. On the other hand, a person having 
sailed from England to the United States with the intention 
of making it his permanent home, acquires a home there 
immediately on his landing. 

In considering each particular case, the practical difficulty 
wiU be in determining at what moment a person resolves to 
make a country, in which he happens to be living, his 
permanent home. 

The difficulty is realised by considering a reported case. 

The question to be determined was, whether D., who at 
one time possessed a home in Jamaica, had or had not in the 
year 1838 acquired a home in Scotland. In 1837 he left 
Jamaica for good and was residing in Scotland ; and it was 
undisputed that some years later than 1838 he had acquired 
a Scotch home or domicil. The main question to decide was, 
whether at a given date D. had made up his mind to reside 
permanently in Scotland. The case was tried in 1868, and 
D. himself gave evidence as to his own intentions in 1838. 
The Oourt, however, took a different view (chiefly on the 
strength of letters written in 1838) from that taken by D. 
himself of what was then his intention as to residence 
(Dicey, Conflict of Laws, 86 ; BeU v. Kennedy, 1868, L. R 
1 Sk5.App. 307). 

For the purpose of determining whether a person has been 
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resident in the United Kingdom, he must be required to Si. 8, 8. 
give, if possible, a reference to two persons who have known 
him, and to state what his employment, if any, has been, 
during the last twenty years (Second Schedule, para. 4). 

A pension lapses if the pensioner is absent from the United 
Kingdom for a longer period than three months at any one 
time. If a person subsequently returns to reside in the 
United Kingdom, and desires to claim a pension, he must 
proceed in the same manner as if he were claiming for the 
first time. 

As under sect. 5 of the Act the Treasury is empowered to 
prescribe the mode of paying pensions, it is probable that no 
authority will be given to pay to a pensioner, or his agent, 
any sum on account of an old age pension^ while the pensioner 
is absent from the United Kingdom. Arrears which have 
accrued during the absence cannot be claimed unless the 
pensioner returns within three months (see note to sect. 5). 

(c) The method of calculating the yearly means is dealt 
with under sect. 4. 

3. — (1) A person shall be disqualified for receiv- DiwinaUfica. 
mg or continuing to receive an old age pension «ge peniion. 
under this Act, notwithstanding the fulfilment of 
the statutory conditions : — 
(a) While he is in receipt of any poor relief 
(other than relief excepted under this pro- 
vision) (a\ and, until the thirty-first day of 
December nineteen hundred and ten unless 
Parliament otherwise determines, if he has at 
any time since the first day of January nine- 
teen hundred and eight received or hereafter 
receives, any such relief (6). Provided that 
for the purposes of this provision — 

(i) any medical or surgical assistance

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>->' (including food or comforts) supplied by 

or on the recommendation of a medical 
officer (c) ; or 

(ii) any relief given to any person by 
means of the maintenance of any dependant 
of that person in any lunatic asylum, in- 
firmary, or hospital, or the payment of any 
expenses of the burial of a dependant; 
or(d) 

(iii) any relief (other than medical or 
surgical assistance, or relief herein-before 
specifically exempted) ^hich by law is 
expressly declared not to be a disqualifica- 
tion for registration as a parliamentary 
elector, or a reason for depriving any person 
of any franchise, right, or privilege (e) ; 
shall not be considered as poor relief : 
(b) If, before he becomes entitled to a pension, 
he has habitually failed to work according to 
his ability, opportunity, and need, for the 
maintenance or benefit of himself and those 
legally dependent upon him (/) : 

Provided that a person shall not be disquali- 
fied under this paragraph if he has continuously 
for ten years up to attaining the age of sixty, 
by means of payments to friendly, provident, 
or other societies, or trade unions, or other 
approved steps, made such provision against 
old age, sickness, infirmity, or want or loss of 
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employment as may be recognised as proper s. s. 
provision for the purpose by regulations under 
this Act, and any such provision, when made 
by the husband in the case of a married couple 
living together, shall as respects any right of 
the wife to a pension, be treated as provision 
made by the wife as well as b^ the husband {g) : 

(c) While he is detained in any asylum within 

the meaning of the Lunacy Act, 1890, or while 53 &MVict 
he is being maintained in any place as a 
pauper or criminal lunatic (h) : 

(d) During the continuance of any period of 
disqualification arising or imposed in pur- 
suance of this section in consequence of con- 
viction for an offence (i). 

(2) Where a person has been before the passing 
of this Act, or is after the passing of this Act, con- 
victed of i^ny offence, and ordered to be imprisoned 
without the option of a fine or to suffer any greater 
punishment, he shall be disqualified for receiving 
or continuing to receive an old age pension under 
this Act while he is detained in prison in conse- 
quence of the order, and for a further period of ten 
years after the date on which he is released from 
prison (j). 

(3) Where a person of sixty years of age or 
upwards having been convicted before any Court is 
liable to have a detention order made against 

him under the Inebriates Act, 1898, and is not n&eavict.

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*->' necessarily, by virtue of the provisions of this Act, 
disqualified for receiving or continuing to receive 
an old age pension under this Act, the Court may, 
if they think fit, order that the person convicted be 
so disqualified for such period, not exceeding ten 
years, as the Court direct (k). 

(a) A claimant, although he may satisfy the conditions in 
sect 2, is not entitled to a pension if disqualified under this 
section. 

Poor relief may be defined as any relief obtained or 
received by any person from the poor rate in England or 
Wales, or chargeable thereto (1834, 4 & 5 Will IV. o. 76, 
s. 109). Poor rate is also defined in the same section. The 
disqualification extends to such relief only, and not to alms 
or relief by way of charity. 

A person may, in some oases, be regarded as haying received 
poor relief, although it had not been paid to him personally. 

All relief given to or on aocotmt of the wife, or to or on 
account of any child under the age of sixteen, not being blind 
or deaf and dumb, shall be considered as given to the 
husband of such wife, or to the father of such child or 
children as the case may be, and any relief given to or on 
account of any child or children under the age of sixteen of 
any widow shall be considered as given to such widow (4 & 5 
Will IV. c. 76, s. 66). 

Every man, who, from and after the passing of this Act, 
shall marry a woman having a child or children at the time 
of such marriage, whether such child or children be legiti- 
mate or illegitimate, shall be liable to maintain such child or 
children as a part of his family, and shall be chargeable with 
all relief, or the cost price thereof, granted to or on acooimt 
of such child or children until such child or children shall 
respectively attain the age of sixteen, or until the death of 
the mother of such child or children; and such child or 
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cbildren shall, for the purposes of this Act, be deemed a part S. S. 
of such husband's family accordingly (Ibid. s. 67). 

Belief granted to a bastard child under sixteen shall be 
considered as granted to the mother of such child so long as 
she is unmarried or a widow {Ibid. s. 71). 

Maintenance of a man's wife in a lunatic asylum is relief 
to him, but this is not poor relief under this Act (para. ii. of 
sub-sect 1 (a), sect. 3). 

Belief to a child over sixteen is not relief to a parent 
{Oveneers of the ParUh of 8t, Pancras r. (htardians and Over^ 
»eer» of the Parish of 8t. Mary, Islington, 31 L. J. M. 0. 233). 

It is doubtful whether the effect of giving relief to tiie 
children of a married woman with separate property is relief 
to her so as to result in any disqualification. 

Belief granted to a person's parents or grandparents does 
not disqualify such person for the parliamentary franchise 
(2 WilL rV. 0. 45, 8. 36). 

Belief given to a child living with his or her grandparent 
does not disqualify the grandparent (Oldham Election Peti- 
tion, Cobheti v. Hibbert, 20 L. T. 302 ; 1 O'M. & H. 151). 

Employment during time of distress by guardians, where 
the pay was not commensurate with the work done, but with 
the wants of the person employed, was held to be parochial 
relief within the meaning of Bepresentation of the People 
Act, 1832 (Bedford Election Petition (1833), Co. & Bowe, 75, 
Per. & K. 128). 

It has been decided that an excusal from the payment of 
poor rate on the ground of poverty is not a disqualification 
for registration as a parliamentary elector by reason of 
amounting to the receipt of poor relief. It would appear, 
therefore, not to be a disqualification for the receipt of a 
pension under this Act. 

(b) Sub-sect. 1 (a) also disqualifies any person who, at any 
time between the first day of January, 1908, and the thirty- 
first day of December, 1910, has received or will receive 
any such poor relief. 

The question will probably arise whether relief received 
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8. 8. during this period, but subsequently repaid to the guardians, 
is a disqualification under this section. Belief by way of 
loan under the Poor Law Amendment Act, 1834, s. 58, 
does not disqualify a person for voting (Oldham (1869), 
1 O'M. & H. 161). But the disqualification arising from 
relief to a person is not removed by a subsequent payment, 
on the pauper's behalf, to the ^fuardians of the cost to them 
of such relief {CampheU v. Hawrahan (1890), L. 361). 

It is submitted that the receipt during the period specified 
in this section, of poor relief in any shape or form, whether 
by loan or otherwise (except the relief which is expressly 
excepted in this section), is a disqualification. 

Belief which shall not be conaidered as poor relief. 

(c) Medical or surgical assistance (including food or comforts) 
supplied by or on the recommendation of a medical officer. 

The term ''medical or surgical assistance'* includes all 
medical and surgical attendance, and all matters and things 
supplied by or on the recommendation of the medical officer 
having authority to give such attendance and recommenda- 
tion at the expense of the poor rate (48 & 49 Yict. c. 46, s. 4). 
The meaning of the term depends on the nature of the 
services rendered, and not necessarily upon the person who 
renders them {per Pollock, B., Honeyhone v. Ho/rhhridge, 
56 L. J. a B. 48, 18 Q. B. D. 418, 56 L. T. 865). In that case 
it was held that it includes the attendance of a midwife. 

The Medical Belief Disqualification Bemoval Act, 1885, 
provides that the receipt of medical relief shall not deprive 
the recipient of any right to be registered or to vote as a 
voter at elections other than elections of guardians and other 
bodies acting in the distribution of poor relief. 

The term ** food or comforts" is very wide, but it would 
appear that it does not include anything except that which 
the medical officer has authority to recommend at the 
expense of the poor rate. It does not include, for example, 
articles of food or fuel allowed by the guardians to any able- 
bodied person by way of outdoor relief. 
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{d) The object of this exemption is to prevent the applica- S. S. 
tion to this class of relief of the provision in the Poor Law — ^~" 
Amendment Act, 1834, to the effect that relief granted to a 
wife or to children under sixteen years of age is to be taken 
as relief to the father. It also puts beyond doubt, what 
hitherto was not clearly established, that relief in the form 
of maintenance of a wife or child in any lunatic asylum, 
infirmary, or hospital is for the purpose of this Act in the 
same category as medical or surgical assistance. 

Payment of funeral expenses for a person whom a voter 
is bound to bury is parochial relief, and disqualifies for voting 
(Kerr v. Chamher^ (1886), 20 L. E. I. E. 207). Such relief is 
expressly excepted under this paragraph for the purpose of 
this Act. 

(e) Certain forms of parochial relief .are declared by statute 
to be exceptions to the general rule, that the receipt of 
parochial relief disqualifies a person for voting. The para- 
graph is introduced here, so as to make it quite clear that 
such relief is not to be regarded as jpoor relief for the purpose 
of this Act 

The following are examples of this kind of relief : — 

By the Elementary Education Act, 1876, the payment of 
8cho(d fees by guardians under that Act is not to deprive 
the parent of any franchise, right, or privilege. 

Tacdination, or the surgical or medical assistance incident 
to the vaccination, of any person in the union or parish by a 
public vaccinator shall not deprive the person vaccinated or 
his parent of any right, franchise, or privilege (Vaccination 
Act, 1867). 

The admission of a person suffering from an infectious 
disease into any hospital provided by the Metropolitan 
Asylum Managers, or the maintenance of any person therein, 
shall not be considered to be parochial relief (Public Health 
(London) Act, 1891). 

Similar provisions are to be found in the Isolation 
Hospitals Act, 1893, and the Cleansing of the Person 
Act, 1897, 
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*'^' The Edncatioii (Provision of Meals) Act, 1906, provides 

^ that ** the provision of any meal under this Act to a child 

and the failure on the part of the parent to pay any amount 
demanded under this Act in respect of a meal shall not 
deprive the parent of any franchise, right, or privilege, or 
subject him to any disability.*' 

Begulation 35 provides for information to be supplied by 
poor law officers to the pension officer at his request, to 
enable him to decide if a claimant be disqualified on account 
of the receipt of poor relief. 

(/) In practice it will be very difficult to apply this test. 
No person is liable to be disqualified if he has complied with 
the proviso. The paragraph is aimed at loafers, and vagrants, 
who wilfully neglect to work to support themselves, and 
those legally dependent upon them. If the claimant cannot 
produce satisfactory evidence that he has made one of the 
provisions defined in regulation 30, he will no doubt have to 
give some information in regard to his past life and employ- 
ment. A conviction under the Vagrancy Acts would be a 
sufficient proof that the claimant had spent his life without 
attempting to earn a livelihood. He would also be dis- 
qualified for that reason under sub-sect. (2) of this section. 
If the claimant is proved to have failed to support those 
legally dependent upon him, further inquiry should be made 
for the reason of his neglect to do so. 

Casual or habitual tmemployment not occasioned by his 
own wilful default will not disqualify the claimant^ neither 
will mere misfortune or poverty. 

'^And those legally dependent on him." — ^While there 
is a natural obligation on parents to maintain and support 
their children till the latter reach an age at which by their 
own effort and industry they can support themselves, there 
are also other obligations in law. By the Poor Law Act of 
Elizabeth (43 Eliz. c. 2, s. 6), the father and grandfather, and 
the mother and grandmother, and the children of every poor, 
old, blind, lame, and impotent person, or other person not 
able to work, being of sufficient ability, shall at their own 
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charges relieve and maintain suoli poor person in that manner 8 S. 
and according to that rate, etc. This statute imposed the 
burden of supporting their children till they had reached the 
age of sixteen, upon mothers as well as fathers. But liability 
was never imposed against a/eme covert until 1 870. Now, by 
the Married Women's Property Acts, 1870—1882, a married 
woman haying separate property is made subject to all such 
liability for the maintenance of her children and grand- 
children as the husband is now by law subject to for 
the maintenance of his children and grandchildren, and 
now by the recent Act of 8 Edw. YII. c. 27, ''a married 
woman haying separate property is subject to all such 
liability for the maintenance of her parents as is a 
feme sole.** 

Though statutory liability ceases as a rule when the 
children attain the age of sixteen, still if the parent retains the 
custody of the child the liability to support and maintain it 
would extend to its majority {Thomasaet v. Thomasset, [1894] 
P. 295, 0. A.). Grandparents may be called upon to maintain 
a pauper grandchild not able to work {Bevan y. McMahon, 
28 L. J. P. 127) ; but there is no corresponding liability on 
a grandchild to support its grandparent (Maund y. Mcuotiy 
L. E. 9 Q. B. 264). 

Not only is a husband bound to support his wife and 
family (Poor Law Amendment Act, 1868), but a wife is also 
bound to support her husband if she has separate property 
(Married Women's Property Act, 1870). The husband, more- 
over, is imder the obligation to support his wife's children 
whether they are legitimate or illegitimate (Poor Law Amend- 
ment Act, 1834). 

By 4 & 5 Will. IV. c. 76, s. 72, and 7 & 8 Vict. c. 101, 
s. 5, a father is liable to support his illegitimate child, the 
extent to which he is liable being fixed by an order of the 
justices tmder the Bastardy Acts. 

{g) A person shall be regarded for the purpose of the proviso 
to paragraph (b) of sub-section (I) of section three of the Act 
as haying made proper provision against old age, sickness. 
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8. S. infirmity, or want or loss of employment, if he has con- 
tinuously for ten years up to attaining the age of cdxty, by 
means of payments to friendly, provident, or other sooieties, 
or trade unions, or other approved steps, made provision to 
secure for himself free from any deductions or incumbrances 
imy of the following benefits or advantages : — 

(1) The right to receive during any period of sickn^, 
not less than seven shillings and sixpence a week during 
the first twenty-six weeks (or altemativdy not less than 
fifteen shillings a week for the first thirteen weeks) of 
the period, and not less than two shillings a week for 
the remainder of the period : 

(2) The right to receive not less than five shillings a week 
during want or loss of employment : 

(3) The right to receive not less than three shillings a 
week for life either on becoming permanently incapaci- 
tated or i^n the attainment of any specified age not 
exceeding seventy : 

(4) The right to receive not lees than five shillings a week 
upon the attainment of any age not exceeding sixty-five 
until the attainment of the age of seventy : 

(5) The right to receive not less than two shillings a week 
upon the attainment of any age not exceeding sixty 
until the attainment of the age of seventy : 

(6) The right to receive a capital sum of not less than fifty 
pounds upon the attainment of any specified age not 
exceeding seventy: 

(7) The possession, upon the attainment of the age of sixty, 
of accomulated savings, or of property purchased out of 
accumulated savings, to the value of not less than fifty 
pounds. 

If the claimant proves that he has made any one or 
more of the provisions specified in the regulation, no 
further inquiry is to be made whether he has habitually 
failed to work according to his abiHty, opportunity, and 
need. 

The provision in the regulation is of two kinds : 
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(a) The right to reoeiye money, either by weekly pay- S. t. 
ments, or in a lump sum of not less than fifty pounds upon 

the attainment of any specified age not exceeding seventy, 
acquired by payments to friendly, proyident, or other 
societies or other approved steps ; 

(b) The possession of savings, or property purchased out 
joi accumulated savings, to the value of not less than fifty 
pounds. 

It may be noted that the possession of accumulated 
savings is to be at the age of sixty, and a claimant will be 
entitled to the benefit of the proviso if he is able to prove 
the possession of property of the requisite value at that age, 
although he may have subsequently lost possession of it. 

If the provision lias been made by means of membership 
of a friendly society or trades union, a cratificate given 
under the hand of a duly authorised officer of the society or 
union will probably be accepted as proof of such provision. 

A wife is not entitled to the benefit of a provision made by 
her husband unless she is living with her husband. 

(h) ^'Asylum" within the meaning of the Lunacy Act, 1890, 
means any asylum for lunatics provided by a county or 
borough, or by a union of counties or boroughs. 

A pauper means a person wholly or partly chargeable to a 
union, county, or borough (Lunacy Act, 1890, s. 841). 

A pauper limatio is a person who by order of a Justice is 
received into an institution for lunatics as a pauper lunatic 
(Lunacy Act, ss. 13, 16). 

A lunatic sent to an institution for lunatics under the 
above sections shall be classified as a paup^, until it is 
ascertained that he is entitled to be classified as a private 
patient (Lunacy Act, 1891, s. 3). 

Criminal lunatic means any of the following persons : — 

(a) Any person for whose safe custody during His 
Majesty's pleasure His Majesty or the Admiralty is 
authorised to give order; and 

(b) Any prisoner whom a Secretary of State or the 
Admirally has in pursuance of any Act of Parliament 
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S. t. directed to be remoyed to an asylum or other place for the 
reception of insane persons. 

A claimant is disqualified whether he is detained as a 
priyate patient in an asylum within the Lunacy Act, or as a 
pauper or criminal lunatic. 

Although the claimant is disqualified while he is detained 
in a lunatic asylum, he is not disqualified by reason of the 
maintenance of a dependant of his in a limatic asylum 
(sect 3(1) (a) (u)). 

For the application of this sub-paragraph to Scotland and 
Lreland, see sect. 11 (1) (2). 

(») This paragraph refers to any period of disqualification 
arising or imposed under sub-sects. (2) (3) of this section. 

(J) A conyiction for an offence resulting in an order of 
imprisonment without the option of a fine, or to suffer any 
greater punishment, ipso fade, disqualifies a person for 
receiying or continuing to receiye an old age pension. The 
disqualification continues while he is detained in consequence 
of the order, and for a period of ten years after the date of 
his release from prison. It would appear that time would 
begin to run before the expiration of a conyict's sentence if 
he is released on ticket-oMeaye under 16 & 17 Yict. c. 99, 
s. 9, or during a period when a released conyict is subject to 
police superyision under 34 & 35 Yici c. 112, s. 7. 

{k) Sub-sect. (3) refers to sect. 2 of the Inebnates Act, 
1898, which is as follows : — 

Any person who commits any of the offences mentioned 
iiAesyieuin the First Schedule to this Act, and who within the 
^ ^' twelye months preceding the date of the commission of the 

offence has been c(>nyicted summarily at least three times of 
any offences so mentioned, and who is a habitual drunkard, 
shall be liable upon conyiction on indictment, or if he con- 
sents to be dealt with summarily on summary conyiction, to 
be detained for a term not exceeding three years in any 
certified inebriate reformatory the managers of which are 
willing to receiye him. 

For First Schedule to the Inebriates Act, see Appendix M.

This section of the Inebriates Act is amended to include 8s. t* 4. 
the offence under sect. 2 of the Licensing Act, 1902, which 
provides that, '< if a p^non is found drunk in any highway 
or other public place, whether a building or not, or on any 
licensed premises, while having the charge of a child 
apparently under the age of seven years, he may be 
apprehended, and shall, if the child is under that age, be 
liable, on summary conviction, to a fine not exceeding forty 
shillings, or to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, 
for any period not exceeding (me month" (2 Edw. YII. 
c. 28, s. 2 (1) ). 

Where a person is liable to be detained under those Acts, 
the Court before which he is convicted may in its discretion 
disqualify him for the receipt of an old age pension for a 
period not exceeding ten years. 

4. — (1) In calculating the means of a person CAieoiftUon 
for the purpose of this Act account shall be "^ '^ 
taken of — 

(a) the income which that person may reasonably 
expect to receive during the succeeding year 
in cash, excluding any sums receivable on 
account of an old age pension under this Act^ 
that income, in the absence of other means 
for ascertaining the income, being taken to be 
the income actually received during the pre- 
ceding year (a) ; 

(b) the yearly value of any advantage accruing to 
that person from the use or enjoyment of any 
property belonging to him which is personally 
used or enjoyed by him (b) ;

•.4. that person which, though capable of mvest- 

ment or profitable use, is not so invested or 
profitably used by him ; and (c) 
(d) the yearly value of any benefit or privilege 
enjoyed by that person (d). 

(2) In calculating the means of a person being 
one of a married couple living together in the 
same house, the means shall not in any case be 
taken to be a less amount than half the total means 
of the couple (e). 

(3) If it appears that any person has directly or 
indirectly deprived himself of any income or pro- 
perty in order to qualify himself for the receipt of 
an old age pension, or for the receipt of an old age 
pension at a higher rate than that to which he 
would otherwise be entitled under this Act, that 
income or the yearly value of that property shall, 
for the purposes of this section, be taken to be part 
of the means of that person (/). 

a) Thifi seotion is most important, as it lays down the lines 
on wliich the means of the claimant are to be determined. 

The term ** yearly means " used in the Act is not a term of 
art, and may, in common parlance, be considered to be 
equivalent to the ordinary expression, ** means of support" 
The pension officer will have to ascertain all the resources of 
the claimant, from which he draws the necessaries of life, such 
as lands, goods, trade, wages, or other sources of income. 
In some cases the pension officer will proceed in the same 
manner as in the calculation of income for tax purposes. 

By subHMct (1) (a) account shall be taken of l^e income 
actually received during the preceding year. Income is as 
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large a word as can be used, to denote a parson's receipts {per S. 4. 
Jessel, M.E., Be Huggins, 61 L. J. Oh. 938). Every amount 
received from any source, and wliatever may be its nature, 
must be accounted for. It would appear that voluntary con- 
tributions, doles, and gifts must be included. Following the 
precedent of the Income Tax Laws, a payment may be income 
so as to be liable to income tax, whether it was compulsory 
or not {Herheri v. McQuade, [1902] 2 K. B. 631). 

The cases which will present great difficulty are those 
where the claimant is the occupier of land the property of 
some other person, or where he is carrying on a small busi- 
ness possibly conjointly with other members of his family. 

The artificial method ci assessing the income for tax pur- 
poses derived from the occupation of land, i.e, , oncthird of the 
rent, cannot be adopted for the purposes of this Act. An 
estimate must be made of the actual receipts derived from 
the occupation of land, or from business, and deductions will 
be made on account of expenses incidental to the occupation 
or business. 

The total income received during the preceding year need 
not necessarily be taken to be the claimant's income during 
the succeeding year. It will only be regarded as such ** in the 
absence of other means of ascertaining the income." The pen- 
sion officer will have regard to the character of each particular 
payment. For example, he wOl determine, having regard to 
all the circumstances of the case, whether a claimant may 
reasonably expect a recurrence of such payment. 

It isdoubtful whether the words *' preceding year '* mean 
the yeax ending December 31st or the twelve months imme- 
diately preceding the date of the daim, but the words 
** succeeding " and *' preceding " year will probably be inter- 
preted to mean the periods of twelve monthscounting forwards 
and backwards respectively from the date of the claim. 

{b) <* Property" includes real and personal property. It is 
the most comprehensive of all terms which can be used, inas- 
muchas it is indicativeand descriptive of every possible interest 
which the party can have (Jone$ v. dkinner, 6 L. J. Oh. 90). 
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8. 4. Under this sub-paragraph aocoimt is to be taken of property 

heUyiiging only to the claimant. The advantage of living rent 
free in a house belonging to some other person is not to be 
included under this heading, but it should be estimated under 
para. (d). Property belonging to a person implies (a) owner- 
ship and (b) absolute right of user (Stroud's Judicial Dic- 
tionary, vol. i. 177). 

In practice, the term "yearly value" will probably be 
regarded as equivalent to the term " net annual value " in 
sect. 1 of the Parochial Assessments Act, 1836, as supple- 
mented by the definition of ''gross estimated rental** in 
sect. 15 of the Union Assessment Committee Act, 1862 ; or to 
the term ' ' rateable value '* as defined by tiect. 4 of the Valuation 
(Metropolis) Act, 1869. The yearly value of the advantage 
accruing to a person from the personal use of a house 
belonging to him will, in most cases, be taken to be the 
amount for which it is assessed for rating or tax purposes. 

A certain quantity of personal chattels, such as furniture, 
in the possession of the claimant will probably be dis- 
regarded, but should he possess an excessive amount of such 
property the yearly value of the excess will probably be 
taken at 4 per cent on the capital value. It is open for the 
pension officer to do so under paragraph (c). 

(e) This enactment is to meet the case of a claimant having 
some form of property in his possession, but who does not 
put that property to any profitable use. If, for example, a 
claimant has a sum of money hoarded up in his possession, 
regard must be had to the income which that sum of money 
might produce if invested or profitably used. The paragraph 
applies only to money actually uninvested, or to property of 
which no use is made. The paragraph does not enable the 
pension authority to dictate to the claimant how the property 
is to be invested or used. 

(<Q This paragraph applies to any form of advantage the 
claimant may ^oy which can be assessed in money. It 
would appear to include the value of free board, lodging, 
clothing, etc. 
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It would alBO indude all profits a prendre, sadh as rights of f . 4. 
common, of pasture, of piscary, of turbary, and of estoyers, — — 
Many small cottagers have such priyileges. It seems probable 
that such a benefit or privilege would (if its yalue raised the 
claimants' total means above Sll, lOa.) bar a claim so long as 
it actually continued and would be ground for a '' question '* 
if given or renewed after the grant. Probably such questions 
would not be raised unless the circumstances were such as to 
raise ihe presumption of continuance. 

(e) In certain oases the effect of this sub-section will not 
be easy to ascertain. Its object is to prevent a person, being 
one ol a married couple living together in the same house, 
from obtaining a pension, he or she being qualified as regards 
his or her own personal income, but the half of the combined 
income of the couple is over the maximum provided in the 
Act The income of either of the couple must not in any 
case be taken at less than half the total means of the couple. 
For example, if i^e total income of the husband derived from 
an annuity be 82Z. per annimi, and that of the wife 121., the 
income of the latter for the purpose of this Act shall be taken 
at 221. She will therefore be entitled to four shillings per 
week pension. If she were not a married woman living with 
her husband she would have five shillings per week. 

Except in the contingency referred to in the sub-sedion 
the means of the individual claimant are the only criterion. 
The sub-section provides that in certain cases a larger amount 
shall be taken to be his (or her) means for the purposes of the 
Act. But there is no power in any drcumstances to take a 
smaller amount. The sub-section follows the original New 
Zealand Act, which has, however, since been amended so as 
to provide that the means of each shall be taken cU half the 
total means of the couple. 

The sub-section applies only to married couples living 
together in the same house. To decide whether a couple live 
together in the same house, it will have to be considered if 
that be substantially the «tate of things between them. 
Difficult pdnts may be raised, espedally in large towns, as 
O.A.P. 4 
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8s. 4, ft. to the meaning of the words '* living together in the same 
house." 

'* A hundred years ago there was not much diffionlty in 
saying what was a '"honse," but builders and architects 
have so altered the construction of houses, and the habits of 
the people have so altered in relation to them, that ** house " 
has acquired an artificial meaning, and the word is no 
longer the expression of a simple idea. To ascertain its 
meaning one must understand the subject-matter with 
respect to which it is used in order to arrive at the sense in 
which it is employed in a statute*' (per Halsbury, L.G., 
Grata V. Langston, [1900] A. 0. 390; 69 L. J. P. 0. 68). 
A house need not occupy a separate site, but one house may 
be above the other, as in the case of so-called fiats. The 
essential thing is, that each is separately let and separately 
occupied {Yorkshire Insurance v. Clapton, 8 Q. B. D. 424) ; 
and the case of Kent v. FiUall ([1906] 1 K. B. 60) decides 
that a part of a house, imder certain conditions, may be 
regarded as a separate dwelling-house. 

In what sense are the words used in this Act ? Married 
couples liviag together are treated differently from those who 
do not, for reasons probably of household economy. In prac- 
tice the Local Government Board will probably interpret the 
words to mean *' having a joint menage under ttie same roof." 

(/) This will effectively prevent any didmant from 
obtaining any advantage by way of an old age pension by 
assigning or conveying any property belonging to him to 
any other person so as to bring his income within the limit. 
In some cases, no doubt, especially among relatives, there 
will be a great temptation to do this. The income or yearly 
value of such property shall be taken to be a part of the 
means of that person who has deprived himself of the benefit 
of it. 

Mode of 5*^1) An old age pension under this Act, 

pSndlL. subject to any directions of the Treasury in 

special cases, shall be paid weekly in advance in 
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such manner and subject to such conditions as to *• *• 
identification or otherwise as the Treasury direct (a). 

(2) A pension shall commence to accrue on the 
first Friday after the claim for the pension has 
been allowed, or, in the case of a claim provisionally 
allowed, on the first Friday after the day on which the 
claimant becomes entitled to receive the pension (6). 

(a) The pensions are to be paid weekly in advance through 
the medium of the Post Office (see First Schedule, form 1, 
last paragraph). 

By regulation 32 (1) a book of pension orders is to be 
issued by the pension officer to every pensioner, who must 
produce the book at the appointed post office for payment. 
Under paragraph (2) of the same regulation the pensioner, 
on the issue to him of a fresh book of orders, must make a 
declaration according to the prescribed form, to the effect 
that to the best of his belief his yearly means have not 
increased so as to disentitle him to receive a pension at the 
weekly rate at which he was previously receiving a pension, 
and that to the best of his belief he is not disqualified for 
continuing to receive a pension. 

As a general rule, the first payment is to be made on the 
first day on which the pension shall commence to accrue, 
which is on a Friday. 

The pensioner must present the book in person. Under 
the subnsection, however, the Treasury may issue special 
directions in exceptional cases, such as, where the pensioner 
Buffers^from temporary or permanent illness or infirmity, or 
where a pensioner has lost his order book. Again, means 
will be provided for the payment to a deceased pensioner's 
representatives of any sums due but unclaimed at the date of 
the pensioner's death. The payment of pensions rests entirely 
with the Treasury and the Post Office, and the pensioner will 
receive full directions to meet every possible contingency from 
the pension c^cer.

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ft. B, 6, 7. The precise mode of prooedure for the payment of pennons 

is piesoribed in the Instrootions issued to postmasters and 

pension officers (reg:iilations 33, 34). 

(h) Every pension commences to aocroe on the same day of 
the week, namely Friday. 

Should a claimant delay making his claim until after the 
day he reaches the prescribed age, he cannot claim the pay- 
ment of a pension during the time which has elapsed before 
his claim is sanctioned. In order that claimants may not 
lose any pension on account of the time, which is necessary 
for the due consideration of the daim, the Act and Eegula- 
tions provide for the consideration of the claims before the 
claimant becomes entitled to a pension (sect 10 (2), regulation 
16). In such a case, the pension commences to accrue on the 
first Friday after the applicant becomes entitled to a pension. 

Old age 6. Every assignment of or charge on and 

Abi?*"*'*' every agreement to assign or charge an old age 
pension under this Act shall be void, and, on the 
bankruptcy of a person entitled to an old age 
pension, the pension shall not pass to any trustee 
or other person acting on behalf of the creditors. 

By this section the pensions are expressly made inalienable, 
and are therefore not liable to be taken in execution either 
through an order for a reoeiyer, or in any other way {Lucas 
V. Harris, (1887) 18 Q. B. D. 127). Neither can they be 
dealt wii^ under sect. 53 of the Baokruptcy Act, 1883.

pension authority, and shall be considered and 

determined by them (c) : 

(d) If any person is aggrieved by the refusal or 

neglect of a local pension committee to consider 

a claim for a pension, or to determine any 

question referred to them, that person may 

apply in the prescribed manner to the central 

pension authority, and that authority may, if 

they consider that the local pension committee 

have refused or neglected to consider and 

determine the claim or question within a 

reasonable time, themselves consider and 

determine the claim or question in the same 

manner as on appeal from the decision of the 

local pension committee (d). 

(2) The decision of the local pension committee 

on any claim or question which is not referred to 

the central pension authority, and the decision of 

the central pension authority on any claim or 

question which is so referred to them, shall be final 

and conclusive (e). 

(a) This section defines the procedure for the consideration of 
daims, and the determination of any question arising thereon. 

The points to be determined are : —

(ii) Whether he is disqualified for receiving or continuing 
to reoeiye a pension. 

The method of making a daim is described in paragraphs 6 
and 7 of the Eegulations, and the procedure to be adopted 
in the investigation and determination of claims and questions

by pension officers and committees is set out in paragraphs 8 8. 7. 
to 17, indusive (page 75). 

The pension committee must not consider the daim before 
referring it for report and inquiry to the pension officer. 

(b) The pension officer shall, with two exceptions, in- 
vestigate every claim sent to him in accordance with the 
directions in regulation 9 (page 76), and subject to any 
further instructions issued privately to pension officers by the 
Board of Inland Eevenue. The two cases which he need not 
investigate are: 

(1) Where a daim made previously by the claimant within 
four months of his present daim was disallowed, and the 
claim does not satisfy the pension officer that there is a 
prtmd facie reason to believe that the ground on which the 
former daim was disallowed is no longer in operation ; or 

(2) Where the claim on the face of it disdoees that the 
claimant does not fulfil the statutory conditions. 

In these two cases the pension officer is to make a spedal 
report to the committee, stating the reasons for not investi- 
gating the daim. 

The report of a pension officer on a claim or question must 
contain: — 

(1) A statement of the inquiries made by him in reference 
to the daim, and the result of those inquiries. 

(2) A summary of the income, property, and other yearly 
means of the claimant, unless he is satisfied that the 
claimant's total yearly means do not exceed 21^, and so 
states in the report. 

The pension committee before considering the claim shall, 
if necessary, obtain any further information either through 
the pension officer, or by any other means of investigation. 

(c) This paragraph gives to the pension officer, or any 
person aggrieved, the right of appeal to the central pension 
authority against the decision of the local pension committee 
allowing or refusing a claim for pension. There is also under 
the sub-section an appeal on any question determined by the 
pension committee, as for example, on a decision to vary the 
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f . 7. weekly rate of pendon, or whether the statutory conditionB 
■"""^■"^ continue to be fulfilled. 

Questions will probably arise as to who are within the 
meaning of the words ' * any p^«on aggrieved.'' In construing 
the words, the purposes and operation of the particular 
statute in which the words are used must be considered in 
determining their scope, since, as the oe^ cited show, very 
different constructions have been put upcm them (Encydop. 
of the Laws of England (Benton), yol. i. 1203). 

Where the words are used to confer a right o| appeal 
against a judicial or administratiye order, only persons 
directly affected by the operation of the order are usually 
deemed to be aggrieved, so as to be able to appeal {Ibid, 
Tol. i. 120i). 

A person aggrieved must be a person against whom a 
decision has been pronounced, which has wrongfully deprived 
him of something, or wrongfully refused him something {per 
James, L. J., Ex parte Sidehoiham (1880) 14 Oh. D. at page 65). 

Having r^;ard to the reported cases, the right of appeal in 
this case would appear to be limited to those directly affected 
by a decision of the pension authority. It would of course 
include the claimant, and probably his dependants and those 
who are legally liable to support him. Whether it includes 
an individual member of a pension committee is doubtful. 
Probably the right does not extend to a person who is inte- 
rested merely as a taxpayer. Such a person may raise a ques- 
tion by a representation to the pension ojQ&cer, who shall, if he 
considers it necessary so to do, investigate and report on the 
question accordingly (see regulation 17 (2)). There is no appeal 
against the decision of the pension officer not to investigate. 

The Circular of the Local GK)vemment Board (21st August, 
1908, page 128) gives an indication of the Board's view in 
regard to the right of appeal. In this memorandum (para. 37) 
the Board foreshadow the right of appeal by other persons than 
the claimant or pensioner ; and regulation 18 provides for the 
time within which notice of appeal is to be sent by persons 
who need not have been notified of the committee's decision^ 
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In all cases, for some time to come at all eyeuts, where f . 7. 
the pension committee decides that a claimant is qualified for 
a pension, contrary to the opinion of the pension officer, that 
official will probably exercise his right of appeal 

The procedure on appeal is dealt with in regulations 18 
and 19. Notice of appeal on form 9 must be sent to the 
Local Qoyemment Board within seyen days after the date of 
the decision, or if the appellant is a person to whom notice 
of the dedaon is required to be sent under the Begulations, 
within seyen days after the receipt of the notice by him. 

The appellant must also at the same time notify the 
committee that he has appealed (form 10), and the committee 
shall forthwith send all documents relating to the daim to 
the Local Qoyemment Board. 

The decision of the Board is to be sent to the committee, 
who must communicate the result to the pension officer, to 
the claimant or pensioner, and to the appellant other than 
the claimant, pensioner, or pension officer. 

It is imcertain how the Local Qoyemment Board will 
proceed on appeal. By reg^ulation 19 the Board shall cause 
such inquiry to be held, or take such other steps as they 
think necessary for the piurpose of enabling them to cppne to 
a proper decision in the case. 

By the Public Health Act, 1875, s. 296, and the Poor 
Law Board Act, 1847, inspectors appointed by i^e Local 
Qoyemment Board for the purpose of holding any inquiry 
under these Acts may take eyidence on oath. The proyisions 
of these Acts are not applied to the present Act, and there- 
fore it is doubtful whether eyidence can be taken on oath. 

(d) Bight of appeal to the central pension authority is 
giyen to any person aggrieyed, where a committee neglect or 
refuse to consider and determine any daim or question 
within a reasonable time. The applicant must send a notice 
in writing to the Board, stating that he is aggrieyed by the 
refusal or neglect of a local pension committee to consider a 
daim or question, and specifying the date on which the daim 
was made, or the question referred to the committee. 
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Sf. 7, 0. (e) There is no right of appeal beyond the central pension 
authority. 

The right of appeal is only by statute. Oonsequently, if 
the statute expressly provides that the decision of any 
tribunal is final and oonduiive, there is an end of the matter. 
In the absence of a breach of duty, or fraud on the part of 
the pension authorities, no claim or question relating to any 
matter under this Act may be brought to the notice of the 
HighOourt. 

A somewhat analogous case is to be found in the procedure 
under the Patent Law. There is an appeal from the decisions 
of the OomptroUer-General of Patents to the law officer of 
the Grown. In the case of Beg, ▼. TTie ComptroUer-Oenerdl of 
PatmU (1899, 16 P. 0. E. 242) the Court of Appeal decided 
that no Court had any power to review a decision of the law 
officer under the Act. 

It is interesting to compare the procedure in this Act with 
that under the Trade Marks Act, 1905, where there is an 
appeal from a dedsion of the registrar of Trade Marks to the 
Board of Trade, which may refer the matter to the Court 
(5 Edw. Yn. c. 15, s. 59). Unless the Board so refer the 
appeal the decision of the Board shall be finaL

The persons appointed to be members of a local 
pension committee need not be members of the 
council by which they are appointed. 
(2) A local pension committee may appoint such 
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and so many 8ab-oommittee8« consisting either *'^* 
wholly or partly of the members of the com- 
mittee as the committee think fii^ and a local 
pension committee may delegate, either abso- 
lutely or mider such conditions as they think 
fit, to any such sab-committee any powers and 
duties of the local pension committee under this 
Act (6). 

(8) The central pension authority shall be the 
Local Government Board, and the Board may act 
through such committee, persons, or person 
appointed by them as they think fit(c). 

(4) Pension officers shall be appointed by the 
Treasury, and the Treasury may appoint such 
number of those officers as they think fit to act for 
such areas as they direct ((2). 

(6) Any reference in this Act to pension authori- 
ties shall be construed as a reference to the pension 
officer, the local pension committee, and the central 
pension authority, or to any one of them, as the 
case requires. 

(a) This seotion will have to be read together with 
regulations 21, 22, 23, and the Circular of the Local Qovem- 
ment Board dated 2lBt August, 1908. The latter is not 
mandatory, but the local authorities will no doubt in most 
oases be guided by its directions. 

The following local authorities shaU appoint pension com- 
mittees : — 

(a) The council of every borough haying a population 
according to the last published census for the time being of 
20,000 or oyer. 
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B. 8. (b) The council of eyery urban district with the same 

"""""""^ population as in the case of a borough. 

(c) Every county council (excluding the area of any 
borough or urban district specified above). 

The term ** borough ** is defined in the Interpretation Act, 
1889, 8. Id (1) (4). The expression '* municipal borough" 
shall mean, as respects England and Wales, any place for the 
time being subject to the Municipal Corporations Act, 1882. 
The expression ''borough,'* when used in relation to local 
government, shall mean a '' municipal borough" as defined 
above. A metropolitan borough ( (1899) 62 & 63 Vict. o. 14) 
is not included, and is not, therefore, entitled to appoint a 
local pension committee. 

The expression "county" means an "administrative 
county" which is the area for which a county council is 
elected in pursuance of the Local Government Act, 1888. 

For the application of this sub-section to Scotland and 
Ireland, see sect. 11 (1) (2). In Scotland the population limit 
for burghs does not apply. In Ireland ten thousand shall 
be substituted for twenty thousand as the population limit 
for bOTOughs and urban districts. 

The population is to be calculated ** according to the last 
puhliihed cemtii for the time heing,^* The same words are used 
in the Licensing Act, 1872 (35 & 36 Vict. c. 94, s. 65). At 
present the last published census is that of 1901. 

The question might arise in future as to when a census is 
published. The chief point to consider would be whether 
the particular census return contains the necessary figures 
for the area in question. 

Where the area of a borough or urban district is altered, 
or a new borough or urban district is created after the pass- 
ing of this Act, if the area comprised in the new or extended 
b(m)ugh or urban district had tiie requisite population at the 
last published census, its council would be entitled to appoint 
a local pension committee. But the council of a borough or 
urban district is not entitled to appoint a pension committee 
by reason of the increase of the population since the last 
published census to twenty thousand or over. 
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The BegulationB prescribe i^e number of persons which 8. •• 
shall constitate the local pension committee and sab-oom- — — — 
mittee, the manner in which the members shall be appointed, 
and how their period of office shall be determined. 

They also provide for the appointment of chairman, the 
use by the committees of available offices of the local 
authority, and the appointment and remuneration of clerks 
to pension committees and sub-committees. 

(h) There is no limit to the number of sub-committees 
which the pension committee may aj^oint, and the basis of 
the area for which the sub-committees are to act is not speci- 
fied in the Act or the Begulations. The Local Government 
Board (Scotland) Circular suggests the districts into which 
counties are divided for the purposes of the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1889, or where these are too extensive, the county 
council electoral divisions. The local pension committee has 
absolute discretion in the matter. The density of population 
will be an important factor to consider. 

The local pension committee has power to delegate any of 
its powers and duties to a sub- committee, either absolutely, 
or under such conditions as it thinks fit. 

Delegation is not equivalent to a resignation of powers, 
and the committee can at any time resume the powers which 
they delegated, even though they be delegated absolutely 
for the time beiug. •* The word * delegation' as generally 
used, in my opinion does not imply any parting with the 
power or authority which is the subject of the delegation, 
but merely implies that the person to whom the power is 
delegated has authority to do that which the person dele- 
gating may do himself ** {per Wills, J., Hugh v. Clarke, 63 
L. T. at page 350). 

As to the duties which it will be found advisable to dele- 
gate to the sub-committees, the Local Gt>vemment Board for 
Ireland, in the ** Instructional lifomorandum" (para. 10), 
advises that the entire work of determining claims should be 
left to the sub-committees. 

(c) See note to sect 7 (1) (c). 
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Sf. 0, 9. {d) The officers of Excise are to be appointed for the pur- 

-~ pose. These officials will act under instructions issued by 

the Commissioners of Inland Beyenue, and are not subject 
to the control of the pension committees. 

The only statutory instructions issued to pension officers 
are those as to investigation of claims in the Second Schedule 
of the Begulations.

case, any person knowingly makes any false state- 
ment or false representation, he shall be liable on 
summary conviction to imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding six months, with hard labour. 

(2) If it is found at any time that a person has 
been in receipt of an old age pension under this 
Act while the statutory conditions were not fulfilled 
in his case or while he was disqualified for receiving 
the pension, he or, in the case of his death, his 
personal representative, shall be liable to repay to 
the Treasury any sums paid to him in respect of 
the pension while the statutory conditions were not 
fulfilled or while he was disqualified for receiving 
the pension, and the amount of those sums may be 
recovered as a debt due to the Grown. 

It is important to note the difference between the two sub- 
sections. In order to secure a conyiotion under sub-sect (1), 
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it most be proved that the false statement or false represen- U, 9, 10. 
tation was made knowingly for the purpose of obtaining 
or continuing an old age pension. Under sub-sect. (2) a 
person may be called upon for repayment although he may 
have reoeiyed the pension in consequence of an incorrect 
statement made by him imder a misapprehension. 

10. — (1) The Treasury in conjunction withR^uow 
the Local Government Board and with the Post-^ 
master-General (so far as relates to the Post 0£Soe) 
may make regulations for carrying this Act into 
effect, and in particular — 

(a) for prescribing the evidence to be required 
as to the fulfilment of statutory conditions and 
for defining the meaning of residence for the

(b) for prescribing the manner in which claims 
to pensions may be made, and the procedure

(2) The regulations shall provide for enabling 
claimants for pensions to make their claims and 
obtain information as respects old age pensicms 
under this Act through the Post Office, and for 
provisionally allowing claims to pensions before the 
date on which the claimant will become actually 
entitled to the pension, and for notice being given 
by registrars of births and deaths to the pension 
officers or local pension committees of every death 
of a person over seventy registered by them, in 
Buch manner and subject to such conditions as may 
be laid down by the regulations, and for making 
the procedure for considering and determining on 
any claim for a pension or question with respect to 
an old age pension under this Act as simple as 
possible. 

(3) Bvery regulation under this Act shall be 
laid before each House of Parliament forthwith, 
and, if an address is presented to His Majesty by 
either House of Parliament within the next subse- 
quent twenty-one days on which that House has 
sat next after any such regulation is laid before it, 
praying that the regulation may be annulled. His 
Majesty in Oouncil may annul the regulation, and 
it shall thenceforth be void, but without {prejudice 
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to the validity of anything previously done 'W- 
thereunder. 

(4) Any expenses incurred by the Treasury in 
carrying this Act into effect, and the expenses of 
the Local Government Board and the local pension 
committees under this Act up to an amount 
approved by the Treasury, shall be defrayed out 
of moneys provided by Parliament. 

Under this section the Gbvemment departments whose duty 
it is to administer i^e Act are empowered to make any regu- 
lations which are necessary for the purpose. Li particular, 
the following points are to be dealt with : — 

(a) The evidence required to enable the pension authorities 
to decide whether the claimant is entitled to a pension. 
This is dealt with in regulation 26, and in the Second 
Schedule of the Eegulations (see note to sect. 2). 

(b) Definition of residence (regulation 29; note to 
sect. 2). 

(c) Procedure for making claims, and for the consideration 
thereof (regulations 6 to 20, indusiye; see notes to 
sect 7). 

(d) The constitution and proceedings of the local pension 
committees and the expenses incurred by these bodies 
(regulations 21 to 24, and Financial Instructions issued 
by the Treasury, see Appendix H.) 

(e) Por making claims, and obtaining information in 
respect of old age pensions through the Post Office 
(regulations 6 and 7). 

(f) For allowing claims provisionally (regulation 16; 
see note to sect. 5 (2) ). 

(g) For notice to be given by registrars of births and 
deaths to the pension authorities of every death of a 
person over seventy registered by iliem (regulation 28). 

In addition, the same departments may make any other 
O.A.P. 6 
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Si. 10, U. regulations vihich may be necessary. Begulation 37 is very 

important, as it reserves to the Treasury and the Local 

Government Board the right, in order to enable aU claims 
made during the year 1908 to be determined before the first 
day of January, 1909, to remove any difficulties which may 
arise in bringing the Act into effect. 

Application U. — (1) In the application of this Act to 
i^iaiKL^Ii Scotland, the expression ''Local Government Board" 
uiM. ^ means the Local Government Board for Scotland ; 
'' borough " means royal or parliamentary burgh ; 
the expression "urban district" means police 
burgh; the population limit for boroughs and 
urban districts shall not apply ; and the expression 
** Lunacy Act, 1890/' means the Lunacy (Scotland) 
Acts, 1867 to 1900. 

(2) Li the application of this Act to Lreland, the 
expression ** Local Government Board " means the 
Local Government Board for Ireland ; ten thousand 
shall be substituted for twenty thousand as the 
population limit for boroughs and urban districts ; 
and the expression ** asylum within the meaning of 
6iA«27!ct. the Lunacy Act, 1890," means a lunatic asylum 
within the meaning of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898. 

(8) In the application of this Act to the Isles of 
Scilly, those isles shall be deemed to be a county 
and the council of those isles the council of a 
county.

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THE OLD AGE PENSIONS REGULATIONS, 
1908. DATED AUGUST 20, 1908. 

In porsaanoe of section ten of the Old Age Pen- 
sions Act, 1908, and of section two of the Boles 
Publication Act, 1893, the Lords Commissioners of 
His Majesty's Treasury, in conjunction with the 
Local Government Board and the Postmaster- 
General, hereby certify that on account of urgency 
the following regulations should come^linto imme- 
diate operation, and accordingly make the following 
regulations to come into operation forthwith as 
provisional regulations :— 

Sect. 2 of ihe Bules Publication Act, 1893, provides that, 
where a nile-inaking authority certifies that on account of 
urgency or any special reason, any role should come into 
immediate operation, it shall be lawful for such authority to 
make such rules to come into operation forthwith as provi- 
sional rules, but such provisional rules shall only continue 
in force until rules have been made in accordance wiih the 
foregoing provisions of this Act. 

These Begulations are made provisionally until ihey are 
formally laid before Parliament in accordance with sect. 10, 
sub-sect. (3) of the Act 

Short title. GbNBRAL PeOVISIONS. 

1. These Begulations may be cited as the Old 
Age Pensions Begulations, 1908. 
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2. — (1) In these Begulatione, unless the context ^^*^ 
otherwise requires — 

" The Act " means the Old Age Pensions Act, 1908 : 

** The committee " means the local pension com- 
mittee under the Act, and includes, with regard 
to any matter delegated to a sub-committee 
under sub-sect. (2) of sect. 8 of the Act, 
the sub-committee to which the matter is 
delegated : 

'' The pension officer " means the pension officer 
to whom any claim or question is referred : 

''District" means the area for which any 
pension officer is appointed to act : 

*^ Pension " means an old age pension under the 
Act: 

** Claim " means a claim to a pension : 

** Claimant " means a person by whom a claim 
has been made : 

''Pensioner" means a person in receipt of a 
pension. 

(2) The Interpretation Act, 1889, applies for the 

purpose of the interpretation of these Begulations 

as it applies for the purpose of the interpretation 

of an Act of Parliament. 

The proyisions of the Interpretation Act, 1889, which axe 
made applicable to the interpretation of this Act and the 
Begulations are as f oUows : — 

(1) Unless the contrary intention appears,— 
(a) Words importing the masculine gender shall include 
females; and 
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(b) Words in the singular shall indude the plural, and 
words in the plural shall include the singular. 

(3) The expression ** month ** shall mean (»dendar month. 

12. — (2) The expression the *^ Treasury " shall mean the 
Lord High Treasurer for ilie time being or tiie Commissioners 
for the time being of Her Majesty's Treasury. 

12. — (11) The expression <' Postmaster-Qeneral" shall 
mean His Majesty's Postmaster-General for the time being. 

(15) Definition of ** borough " (see note to sect. 8, page 60). 

(20) The expressions referring to writing shall, unless 
the contrary intention appears, be construed as including 
references to printing, lithography, and other modes of 
representing or reproducing words in a visible form. 

(26) Where an Act passed after t^e commencement of this 
Act authorises or requires any document to be served by post, 
whether the expression " serve,** or the expression ** give " 
or ** send," or any other expression is used, then, unless the 
contrary intention appears, the service shall be deemed to be 
effected by properly addressing, prepaying and posting a 
letter containing the document, and tmless the contrary is 
proved to have been effected at the time at which the letter 
would be delivered in the ordinary course of post. 

31. Where any Act, whether passed before or after the 
commencement of this Act, confers power to make, grant, or 
issue any instrument, that is to say, any Order in Council, 
order, warrant, scheme, letters patent, rules, regulations, or 
byelaws, expressions used in the instrument, if it is made 
after the commencement of this Act, shall, unless the con- 
trary intention appears, have the same respective meanings 
as in the Act conferring the power. 

32. — (1) Where an Act passed after the commencement of 
this Act confers a power or imposes a duty, then, unless the 
contrary intention appears, the power may be exercised and 
the duty shall be performed from time to time as occasion 
requires. 

(2) Where an Act passed after the commencement of this 
Act confers a power or imposes a duty on tiie holder of an 
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office, as Buoh, then, unless the contrary intention appears, 
the power may be exercised and the duly shall be performed 
by the holder for the time being of the office. 

(3) Where an Act passed after the commencement of this 
Act confers a power to make any rules, regulations, or bye- 
laws, the power shall, unless the contrary intention appears, 
be construed as including a power, exerdseable in ilie like 
manner and subject to Uie like consent and conditions, if 
any, to rescind, revoke, amend, or vary the rules, regulations, 
or byelaws. 

37. Where an Act passed after the commencement of this 
Act is not to come into operation immediately on the passing 
thereof, and confers power to make any appointment, to 
make, grant, or issue any instrument, that is to say, any 
Order in Oounoil, order, warrant, scheme, letters patent, 
rules, regulations, or byelaws, to give notices, to prescribe 
forms, or to do any other thing for the purposes of the Act, 
that power may, unless the contrary intention appears, be 
exercised at any time after the passing of the Act, so far as 
may be necessary or expedient for the purpose of bringing 
the Act into operation at tiie date of the commencement 
thereof, subject to this restriction, that any instrument 
made imder the power shall not, unless the contrary inten- 
tion appears in the Act, or the contrary is necessary for 
bringing the Act into operation, come into operation until 
the Act comes into operation. 

Appuoation to Scotland and Ibbland. 

8. — (1) In the application of these Begolations 
to Scotland — 

The expression ''Local Government Board" 
means the Local Government Board for Scot- 
land; the expression '' Begistrar-General of 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages in England" 
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means the registrar-general of births, deaths, 
and marriages in Scotland, appointed under 
the Begistration of Births, Deaths, and Mar- 
riages (Scotland) Act, 1864, and the Acts 
amending the same ; and the expression " sab- 
district" means ''registration district," and 
the reference to an urban district council shall 
not apply ; 

The expression ''county fund" means "the 
county general purposes rate " ; the expression 
" borough council " means " town council " ; 
the expression "borough fund" means "the 
burgh general improvement or other assess- 
ment." 

(2) In the application of these Regulations to 
Ireland — 

The expression "Local Government Board" 
means the Local Government Board for Ire- 
land ; and the expression " Begistrar-General of 
Births, Deaths and Marriages in England" 
means the registrar-general of births and 
deaths in Ireland appointed under the Begis- 
tration of Births and Deaths (Ireland) Act. 

See also sect. 11 of the Act. 

Fbovisions as to SENDma of Notices. 

4. — (1) Any notice or other document required 
or authorised to be sent for the purpose of these 
Begulations shall be in writing. 
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(2) Any notice or other document required or 
authorised to be sent to any person for the purpose 
of these Regulations shall be deemed to be duly 
sent if sent by post addressed to that person at his 
ordinary address or, in the case of a committee or 
sub-committee, addressed to the clerk of the 
committee or sub-committee at his usual office. 

See note to regulation 1, Interpretation Act, s. 26. 

Use of Sohedulbd Forms. 

6. The forms set out in the First Schedule to 
these Regulations, or forms to the like effect, shall 
be used in all cases to which those forms are 
applicable. 

Maexmg of Claims. 
Method of making Claim. 

6. — (1) Every person who desires to make a claim 
must fill up a form of claim, and deliver the form 
when filled up either to the postmaster of the post 
office at which he desires that the pension should 
be payable or to the pension officer. 

(2) The Postmaster-General shall furnish to 
every postmaster printed forms of claims, and every 
postmaster shall, on application being made to him 
for the purpose, supply a form of claim gratis to 
any person who desires to make a claim. 

(8) Every postmaster shall, if any person who 
desires to make a claim requests him so to do, give 
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to that person such information and such assistance 
in filling up the form of claim as it is in his power 
to give and as may be necessary to enable that 
person to fill up the form properly. 

The daim must be made on form 1 (First Sohednle). 
The f oorms are designed to show primarily whether the 
dlaimant fulfils the statutory oonditions set out in sect 2 of 
the Act, and when the daim on the face of it disdoses that 
the daimant does not fulfil the statutory oonditions it will 
not be inyestigated (regulation 9). 

The daimant must sign the form (or if he cannot write 
must affix his mark) in the presence of a witness who will 
also sign it. 

The daimant will subsequently have to furnish any infor- 
mation required by the pension officer, or the pension 
committee. 

Trahsmission of Claims to Pension Offioeb ob 
to gommittbe. 

7. — (1) Every postmaster upon delivery to him 
of a claim to a pension shall, unless he has received 
from the committee appointed for the area in which 
the claimant resides directions that claims shall be 
sent to the committee, forthwith send the claim to 
the pension officer : 

Provided that if the committee give any such 
direction as aforesaid, the postmaster shall instead 
of sending the claim to the pension officer send 
it to the committee, or where the committee have 
appointed a sub-committee for the area in which 
the claimant resides, and the committee have sent 
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notice to the postmaster requiring him so to do, 
shall send the claim to the sub-committee instead 
of to the committee. 

(2) As soon as may be after the receipt thereof, 
any claim so sent to a committee or sub-committee 
shall be transmitted by the clerk of the committee 
or sub-committee to the pension officer. 

The postmaster shonld forward aU daixnB to the proper 
pension officer, unless directed to send them to the com- 
mittee. The Local Government Board deem it advisable that 
no such direction shall be given, so that no time should be 
lost in the process of getting the claims into the hands of ihe 
pension officers so that the work of investigation may proceed 
at once (Circular, 21st August, 1908 ; see notes to sect 7). 

iNVBSTiaATION AND DbTBRMINATION OF OlAIHS BT 

PflNsioN Offiobbs and Oommittebs. 
Register of Claims. 

8. — (1) The pension officer shall keep a register 
of all claims referred to him, and on receiving any 
claim shall, subject to these Begulations, forthwith 
cause the claim to be registered in such manner as 
the Treasury prescribe, and shall number all claims 
consecutively in the order in which they are entered 
in the register. 

(2) The pension officer shall also enter in the 
register of claims such particulars as the Treasury 
prescribe of every decision of the committee or of the 
Local Government Board on or in reference to any 
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claim entered in his register, or on or in reference 
to any question raised in connection with any 
pension allowed on any such olBim. 

This regulation refers to practice in the pension officer's 
office. In the register referred to, tiie pension officer will 
record the eyidence obtained of the fulfilment or not of the 
statutory conditions, ilie summary of the income of tiie 
claimant, and the general results of his inyestigation. 

Intestigation of Claim bt Pension Offioeb. 

9.— (1) As soon as may be after receiving any 
claim, the pension officer shall take all necessary 
steps for investigating the claim for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the claimant is entitled to a 
pension, and if he is so entitled, to what rate of 
pension : 

Provided that — 

(a) where a claim previously made by the claimant 
within four months of his present claim has 
been disallowed, and the claimant does not 
satisfy the pension officer that there is primd 
fade reason to believe that the ground on 
which the former claim was disallowed is no 
longer in operation ; or 

(b) where a claim on the face of it discloses that 
the claimant does not fulfil the statutory con- 
ditions ; 

the pension officer shall not be bound to investigate 
the claim, but in any case in which the pension 
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officer decides under this provision not to investi- 
gate a claim be shall make a special report to the 
committee stating his reasons for not investigating 
the claim. 

(2) Subject to compliance with the instructions 
set out in tiie Second Schedule to these Begulations 
and to any further instructions issued for the 
guidance of pension officers, the pension officer 
shall investigate the claim in such manner as be 
thinks best fitted for the purpose. 

See note to sect. 7 (b). 

Bbpobi of Pension Offkbb. 

10. The pension officer shall send to the com- 
mittee his reports on any claims investigated by 
him, and any special reports on any claims which 
he has decided not to investigate, on such date or 
dates in each month as the Treasury may direct 
for the purpose, and shall annex* to every report 
sent by him to the committee the original claim 
and (except in the case of a special report) a state- 
ment of the inquiries made by him in reference to 
the claim and of the result of those inquiries, and, 
unless he is satisfied that the yearly means of the 
claimant do not exceed 212., and so states in the 
report, a summary of the income, property, and 
other yearly means of the claimant. 

See note to sect 7, and form 2 (First Schedule}. 
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MbETINOS fob GONSIDEBITION OF GlAIMS. 

11. — (1) Not later than seven days after the 
receipt of the report of the pension ofKeer on any 
claim a meeting of the committee shall be held for 
the purpose of considering the claim. ^ 

(2) At the meeting held for the consideration of 
a claim the committee shall consider the claim 
together with the report of the pension officer, and 
any other evidence or information laid before them, 
and the committee may at any time, if they think 
necessary, require the pension officer to procure 
any further information which it is in his power to 
procure in reference to any matter to be considered 
by the committee. 

(8) The pension officer shall be entitled to attend 
any meeting held for considering any claim and to 
speak but not to vote thereat. 

The last paragraph gives the pension officer the right of 
audienoOt but it is not anticipated that it will be frequently 
exercised. 

Three dea^ days' notice of the meeting for the considera- 
tion of daima must be given to the pension officer under 
regulation 12. 

NOTICB OF MbBTIN08 FOB OOKSIBBBINa OliAIMS. 

12. Not less than three clear days before the day 
of the meeting at which any claims are to be con- 
sidered, the committee shall send to the pension 
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officer a notice stating that a meeting for the con- 
sideration of claims ^ill be held on that day, and 
specifying the claims which will be considered at 
that meeting (form 8). 
For proyisions as to sending notices, see regulation 4 (1) (2). 

Dbtbbmination of Claim whbbb Gommittbb agbbb 
WITH Pension Offiobb that Claim should bb 

ALLOWBD. 

18. In any case in which the pension officer has 
reported that the claim may properly be allowed 
and the committee after considering the claim 
agree with the report of the pension officer, the 
committee shall forthwith allow the claim and send 
notice of their decision to the pension officer and 
the claimant (form 4). 

Pboobdubb fob Dbtbbmination of Claim in 
OTHBB Casbs. 

14. — (1) In any case in which the pension officer 
has reported that the claim cannot properly be 
allowed, and the committee, after considering the 
claim, agree with the report of the pension officer, 
the committee shall not give their final decision on 
the claim without giving the claimant an oppor- 
tunity of being heard. 

(2) If on considering any claim the committee 
disagree as respects any matter with the report of 
the pension officer, or if they consider that for any 
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other reason the claim requires farther considera- 
tion, the committee shall not proceed to give their 
final decision on the claim without making such 
further investigation as the committee think neces- 
sary, and also, if the case is one in which the com- 
mittee think the matter ought to be decided 
adversely to the claunant, without giving the 
claimant an opportunity of being heard. 

(8) The committee may, if necessary for the 
purpose of making any further investigation or of 
giving a claimant the opportunity of being heard, 
adjourn the consideration of any claim, and where 
the consideration of any claim is so adjourned, an 
adjourned meeting for the further consideration of 
the claim shall be held not more than one month 
after the date of the original meeting, and the 
committee shall send notice to the claimant of the 
adjournment for the consideration of the claim, and 
of the day fixed for the further consideration of the 
claim (form 6), 

(4) The claimant shall be entitled to attend and 
be heard at any such adjourned meeting, and the 
committee after hearing the claimant (if he desires 
to be heard), and, after considering any other 
evidence or information which they have been able 
to obtain, shall give their decision on the claim, 
and shall forthwith send notice of the decision to 
the pension officer and the claimant (forms 4 
and 6). 
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(S) In any case where a claim is disallowed, the 
notice to be sent to the claimant mider this regtda- 
tion shall state the grounds upon which the claim 
has been disallowed and that the claimant is 
entitled to appeal to the Local Government Board 
against the decision of the committee. 

This regulation deals with the foUowing cases : — 

(a) Where the committee and pension officer agree that 
the daim should be disallowed. In such a case the 
claimant has the right to be heard before a final decision 
is arrived at. 

(b) Where the committee disagree as respects any matter 
with the report of the pension officer. The committee 
shall make such further investigation as it thinks 
necessary, and for this purpose may adjourn the con- 
sideration of the claim for a period not exceeding one 
month. Notice of the adjourned meeting is to be sent 
to the claimant, who has a right to be heard at such 
meeting. The regulation does not state the length of 
notice required. 

In many cases where the local pension committee has 
delegated any of its powers under this Act to a sub-committee, 
the local pension committee will retain the right to review 
the decision of the sub-committee in cases where the decision 
is not in accord with the opinion of the pension officer (see 
note to sect. 8 (2) ). 

OOMMITTBB TO FiX AND SpEOIFY BaTB OF PbNSION. 

15. In any case where a claim is allowed, the 
committee must fix the weekly rate of pension to 
which the pensioner is entitled and specify the rate 
in the notice of their decision. 

An appeal lies against the committee's decision specif3ring 
the rate -of pension (sect. 7 (1) (o)). 

O.A.P. 6 
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Pboyisional Allowanob of Claim. 

16. A claim may be made and provisionally 
allowed at any time not exceeding four months 
before the date on which the claimant will become 
entitled to receive his pension. 

See note to sect 5 (2). 

Raising and Dbtbbhination of Questions. 

17. — (1) If any pensioner desires to raise any 
question as to the weekly rate of pension to which 
he is entitled, he may send a statement of the 
question together with a summary of any evidence 
in support of his allegations to the pension officer 
of the district in which the pension is payable, and 
the pension officer shall investigate and (subject to 
the provisions of this regulation) report on the 
question in the same manner mutatU muta/ndU as 
he is by these Begulations required to do in the case 
of a claim : 

Provided that if in any case the pension officer is 
satisfied that there is no evidence in support of the 
allegations made by the pensioner, the pension 
officer shall not be bound to make any report on 
the question. 

(2) If the pension officer of the district in which 
any pension is payable himself desires to raise any 
question as to the continuance in the case of the 
pensioner of the fulfilment of the statutory condi- 
tions, or as to the disqualification of the pensioner. 
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or any question as to the weekly rate of pension to 
which the pensioner is entitled, he may do so by 
submitting the question together with his report 
thereon for consideration and determination by the 
committee. 

The pension officer shall take into consideration 
any representation which may be made by any 
person that any such question as aforesaid ought 
to be investigated, and shall, if he considers it 
necessary so to do, investigate and report on the 
question accordingly. 

(8) Where a committee receive a report from the 
pension officer as respects any such question as 
aforesaid they shall consider and determine the 
question in the same manner mutatis mutandis as 
they are by these Begulations required to do in the 
case of a claim (forms 7 and 8). 

This regulation proyides the means : (a) whereby the pen- 
sioner is entitled to raise a question as to his weekly rate of 
pay, and (b) whereby the pension ofSicer of the district where 
the pensioner resides may raise any question as to the con- 
tinuance in the case of the pensioner of the fulfilment of the 
statutory conditions, or as to the disqualifications of the 
pensioner, or as to his weekly rate of pay. 

The same procedure applies mutatis mutandis as in the 
case of a claim. 

Appeals. 

Provisions as to Time and Manner of Appeal. 

18. — (1) The pension officer or any person 
aggrieved who desires to appeal to the Local 

6—2 
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€k>v6mment Board against a decision of the com- 
mittee may do so by sending to the Board notice 
of appeal within seven days after the date of the 
decision, or, if the appellant is a person to whom 
notice of the decision is required to be sent under 
these Begult^tions, within seven days after the 
receipt of the notice by him. 

(2) The person appealing must at the time of 
sending his notice of appeal to the Local Govern- 
ment Board, also send to the committee a notification 
that he has so appealed, and the committee shall 
forthwith after receiving the notification send to 
the Board the claim or question in respect of which 
the appeal is brought, the report of the pension 
officer upon the claim or question, a statement of 
the decision of the committee thereon, and all 
other documents in the possession of the committee 
relating thereto. 

(8) Except where the appeal is brought by a 
claimant or a pensioner, the committee shall send 
notice to the claimant or pensioner informing him 
that the appeal has been brought. 

(4) The clerk of the committee shall supply gratis 
to any person desiring to appeal a form of notice 
of appeal and a form of notification to the com- 
mittee of an appeal having been made (forms 9, 
10, 11). 
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Progedubb of Local Gotbrnmbnt Boabd on 
Appeals. 

19.-^1) In the case of any appeal to the Local 
Gt)yemment Board the Board shall cause such 
inquiry to be held, or take such other steps as they 
think necessary for the purpose of enabling them 
to come to a proper decision in the case. 

(2) Notice of every decision of the Board shall 
forthwith be sent to the committee, and the com- 
mittee shall pn receiving any such notice send 
information thereof to the pension officer and to 
the claimant or pensioner (forms 12, 18). 

The Board may find it necessary in some cases to direct 
local investigation to be made before deciding the appeal 
(Circular, 21st August, 1908 ; see notes to sect. 7).

CofiMtitution^ Chavr^man, and Proceedmg$ of Local 
Pemion Committee. 

21. — (1) A local pension committee shall consist 
of such number of persons, not being less than 
seven nor more than the number of the council by 
whom the committee is appointed, as the council 
may determine. 

(2) The council by whom a committee is appointed 
may make regulations as to the quorum, proceedings, 
and place of meeting of the committee, but subject 
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to any such regulations, the quorum, proceedings, 
and place of meeting of the committee shall be such 
as the committee determine : 

Provided that the quorum shall in no case be less 
than three. 

(3) The term of office of a person appointed to be 
a member of a committee shall be three years or 
such less term as may be fixed by the appointing 
council at the time of the appointment, and any 
person on ceasing to be a member of a committee 
may be re-appointed : 

Provided that — 

(a) if any person so appointed is a member of 
the appointing council, he shall cease to be a 
member of the committee if he ceases to be a 
member of that council ; and 

(b) a member of the committee may resign by 
sending to the clerk of the appointing council 
notice of his desire so to do ; and 

(c) a member whose office expires by effluxion of 
time shall continue to hold office untfl his 
successor is appointed; and 

(d) the appointing council may, if they think fit, 
at any time remove any member of a committee 
and appoint another person to be a member 
of the committee in his place; and 

(e) if a member of the committee is absent from 
meetings of the committee for more than six 
months consecutively, except in case of illness 
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or for some reason approved by the committee, 
his office shall on the expiration of those months 
become vacant. 

(4) If any vacancy occurs in a committee by 
death, resignation, or otherwise, the clerk of the 
committee shall f (N*thwith send notice of the vacancy 
to the clerk of the appointing council, and that council 
shall as soon as possible fill up the vacancy. 

(5) A committee shall appoint some member of 
the committee to be chairman of the committee, 
and the person so appointed shall, if he so long 
remains a member of the committee, hold office 
as chairman for such period, not being less than 
twelve months, as may be specified in the resolution 
of the committee under which he is so appointed. 

(6) Every question at a meeting of the committee 
shall be determined by a majority of the votes of 
the members of the committee present and voting 
on the question, and, in case of an equal division 
of votes, the chairman of the meeting shall have 
a second or casting vote. 

(7) The proceedings of a committee shall not be 
invalidated by any vacancy in their number or by 
any defect in the appointment of any member of 
the coipmittee. 

The local authorities which are entitled to appoint local 
pension committees are specified in sect. 8 (1) of the Act 
(see notes on that section). 

The appointing connoil has a right to make regulations as 
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to quorum, prooeediugB, and plaoe of meetmg of the com- 
mittee. If the coimoil does not make such regulations, the 
local pension committee shall do so. 

A member of the committee need not be a member of the 
appointing council (sect. 8). If he is a member of the 
appointing council, he shall cease to be a member of the

The chairman of the committee must be elected from the 
members of the committee.

22. — (1) A committee shall, for the purpose of 
any of the meetingB of the committee under these 
Regulations, be entitled to use free of charge (except 
such charge as may be approved by the Treasury 
for heating, lighting, or cleaning), at all reasonable 
times, and after reasonable notice, any offices of 
any local authority situate in the area for which 
the committee is appointed. 

(2) If any question arises under this regulation 
as to what is reasonable, it may be determined by 
the Local Government Board. 

(8) If in any case there are no offices of any 
local authority available for use by a committee 
and the committee are unable to obtain the use of 
any room free of charge, the committee may hire 
such room as may be required for the purpose of 
any meeting of the committee :

This regulation provides for the use by the oommittees 
and sub-oommittees of offices of any local authority dtoate 
within the area for which the committee ia appointed for the 
pnipoee only of holding their meetings. Office accommoda- 
tion for derks of committees and sub-committees is provided 
for in the Financial Instructions issued by the Treasury 
(para. 1, Appendix H). 

The charge for heating, lighting, or cleaning, approved by 
the Treasury is not to exceed 2$. 6d. per meeting {Ibid, 
para. 4). 

Where such offices are not available a charge for hire of a 
room not exceeding 10a. Qd, in respect of eadi meeting will 
be passed in the accounts, subject to the production of a 
proper voucher and upon a certificate by the clerk of the 
county, borough or urban district council by whom the com-* 
mittee is appointed, that he has satisfied himself that no 
offices of a local authority were available {Ibid. para. 4). 

APPOmTMBKT OF GlEBE OF GOMMITTBB. 

28.— (1) Every committee shcdl appoint some fit 
person to be clerk of the committee, to hold ofSce 
during the pleasure of the committee. 

(2) The committee may assign to the clerk such 
remuneration as the committee think fit, not being 
in excess of the scale fixed for the purpose by the 
Treasury. 

(8) The clerk of every committee shall keep a 
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record in such form and containing such particulars 
as the Local Government Board direct of all claims 
and questions in respect of which a report is sent 
to the committee by the pension officer, and of the 
decision of the committee thereon.

The remuneration of the clerks to pension committees 
and sub-committees shall not exceed the scale provided in 
the Financial Instructions lor pension committees and sub- 
committees (para. 1, Appendix H). 

Any coirespondence with the Treasury must be undertaken 
through the derk of the appointing council {Ibid, para. 10).

advance such sums as may be necessary to provide 
for the payment of those expenses.

(4) Every council to whom any sums are so 
advanced by the Treasury shall render to the 
Treasury such accounts in respect of the sums 
advanced as the Treasury may require.

By para. 8, derks to pension oommittees will 
render periodically their accounts for fees and expenses 
to the clerk of the appointing council, who, within one 
month after the end of each quarter, will submit a claim 
for reimbursement to the Treasury.

28. — (1) The registrar of births and deatiis of 
every sub-district shall once in every week send to 
such pension officer or pension officers in his sub- 
district as the Treasury may through the Begistrar- 
General of Births, Deaths, and Marriages in England 
direct, a return in respect of all deaths of persons 
of the age of seventy years or upwards which have 
been registered by him in the week immediately 
preceding the date of the return. 
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(2) The registrar shall be entitled to a fee of 
twopence for every return sent by him under this 
regulation, whether the return contains any entry 
of any death or not, and in addition to a fee of 
twopence for every death entered in a return. 

(8) The return under this regulation shall be in 
such form as the Begistrar-General, wilii the con- 
sent of the Treasury, prescribes, and in prescribing 
the form, regard shall be had to the desirability of 
the form following so far as possible the form of a 
certificate of death.

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Definition of "Propbb Pbovision" fob the 
PuBPOSE OF Sect. 8 (1) (b) of the Act. 

80. A person shall be regarded for the purpose 
of the proviso to paragraph (b) of sub-sect. (1) 
of sect. 8 of the Act as having made proper 
provision against old age, sickness, infinnity, or 
want or loss of employment, if he has continuously 
for ten years up to attaining the age of sixty, by 
means of payments to friendly, provident, or other 
societies, or trade unions, or other approved steps, 
made provision to secure for himself free from any 
deductions or incumbrances any of the following 
benefits or advantages : — 

(1) The right to receive during any period of 
sickness, not less than seven shillings and six- 
pence a week during the first twenty-six weeks

Disposal of Doouhbnts.

If any person alleges that he was bom out of the British 
dominions of a British father he should be required, if 
possible, to show whether his &ther and his grandfather 
were bom in the British dominions or not. 

(4) For the purpose of determining whether a person has

OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT, 1908. 

Local GtovEBioiENT Board, 
Whitehall, S.W., 
4th August, 1908. 
Snt, 

I am directed by the Local Govemment Board to call the 
attention of the county council to the Old Age Pensions 
Act, 1908, which has just received the Boyal Assent. 

The Board propose in a subsequent Oircular to deal more 
fully with i^e procedure to be followed in pursuance of the 
Act and the Begulations which have to be made under it in 
connection with the determination of claims and questions, 
and as to the part which is assigned to local authorities. 
For the present they confine themselves to indicating the 
steps which require to be taken immediately by the county 
coimcil in order to provide the machinery necessary to carry 
the measure into effect. 

The Act contemplates the setting up of local pension 
committees for the consideration and determination of claims 
for old age pensions and questions arising in connection 
therewith. Sub-sects. (1) and (2) of sect. 8 of the Act 
deal with the appointment of local pension committees and 
sub-committees. They are as follows : — 

'* 8. — (1) The local pension committee shall be a committee 
appointed for every borough and urban district having a 
population, according to the last published census for the 
time being, of twenty thousand or over, and for every county 
(excluding the area of any such borough or district) by the 
council of the borough, district, or county. 
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« The peraonB appomted to be members of a local pension 
committee need not be members of the conncil by which 
they are appointed. 

** (2) A local pension committee may appoint such and so 
many sub-committees, consisting either wholly or partly of 
the members of the committee as the committee think fit, 
and a local pension committee may delegate, either abso- 
lutely or under such conditions as they think fit, to any such 
sub-committee any powers and duties of the local pension 
committee under tiiis Act." 

As a very large number of persons will become entitled to 
pensions at the beginning of January next, it is important 
that the local pension committees and sub-committees should 
be appointed at the earliest date practicable so that the 
longest possible time prior to the 1st January may be 
allowed for dealing with applications which will be made 
in anticipation of that date. 

The Board are anxious therefore that the matter should be 
brought before the county council as soon as this can be 
done. 

The Begulations to be made under the Act will probably 
require a meeting of every coimcil who have to appoint a 
local pension committee to be held during the month of 
August, and there can be no doubt that the earlier in the 
month that the pension committee can be appointed the 
better. If a meeting will not in the ordinary course take 
place before the end of the month, it will be desirable that a 
special meeting should at once be called for the purpose. 

If will be noticed that the area for which the committee 
will act will be that of the administrative coimty exclusive 
of any borough or urban district containing, according to the 
census of 1901, a population of 20,000 or over, and that 
the persons appointed to be members of the committee need 
not be members of the coimty council. The number of the 
committee will be fixed by the Begulations to be issued imder 
the Act at not less than seven nor more than the total 
number of members of the Ck)imcil. 
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As soon as the local pension committee are appointed, the 
immediate questions for them to consider will be — 

(1) The appointment of sub-committees. 

(2) If sub-committees are to be appointed, in what areas 
they should act. 

(3) What powers and duties of the pension committee 
should be delegated to them. 

The duties of the committee involve the consideration of 
all individual claims and it is intended that claimants shall 
have an opportunity of appearing before them. It seems to 
the Board, therefore, that in the case of such an area as a 
county it will be necessary for the committee to delegate 
their powers and duties generally to local sub-committees 
acting in suitable sub-divisions of the area. 

The course suggested does in effect involve the placing of 
the whole of the work of determining claims and questions 
in the hands of the sub-committees; but it seems to the 
Board that whatever arrangement may be made hereafter, 
it will be necessary, in the first instance at any rate, owing 
to the large number of claims which will have to be 
determined in a short period of time, to sub-divide the work 
in such an area as a county, and their view is that if sub- 
committees are to be appointed it would lead to difficulties 
and delays, and would not conduce to efficient working, if 
some only of the powers and duties of the local pension 
committee were delegated to them. 

When the local pension committee have decided to delegate 
their powers and duties to sub-committees, the next step to 
be taken will be to determine the areas in which the sub-com- 
mittees are to act. These sub-divisions should not be more 
numerous than necessary, but at the same time should be of 
such a size as to allow personal interviews with applicants 
for pensions being, when needed, readily arranged. The 
pension officers who are to be appointed by the Treasury will 
be the local officers of Excise. They will have to report to 
the committees or sub-committees on each daim and will 
be in close touch with those bodies. It will probably be 
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advantageous if the ooimty ooimcil or the local pension com- 
mittee put themselves in communication with the local super- 
visors of Inland Bevenue with a view to ascertaining from them 
the areas which will be assigned to individual pension officers, 
so that the districts of the sub-committees may correspond, 
where practicable, with the boundaries of the districts allotted 
to the pension officers. It cannot, perhaps, be expected that 
the pension officers' areas and those of the sub-committees 
shall always coincide, but unnecessary overlapping may in 
this way be avoided. 

doming to the constitution of sub-committees, it wiU be 
seen from sect. 8 (2) of the Act that these bodies must con- 
sist either wholly or partly of members of the local pension 
committee. It will, therefore, be necessary that at least 
one member of every sub-committee should be a member of 
the pension committee. The Begulations to be issued under 
the Act may be expected to provide that the number of 
members of the sub-committee shall be not less than five 
nor more than nine. The coimcil or the conmiittee may be 
able to obtain, by communication with the local authorities, 
with local brandies of trade unions, with friendly societies 
and similar bodies, and from other sources available to them, 
the names of suitable and representative persons whose 
services may be utilised on the sub-committees. 

Even if the local pension committee cannot be at once 
appointed, it may be possible in the interval to obtain 
preliminary information which will be useful afterwards in 
connection with the delimitations of sub-committees* districts 
and the appointment of the members of those bodies. 

It is hoped that forms in which persons desiring to obtain 
pensions may make their claims will be available at the 
post offices by the 1st October and it is desirable that the 
committees or sub-committees who will be called upon to 
consider them should be able to set to work soon after that 
date. The Board recognise that the time is short for making 
all the needful arrangements, and they have taken the earliest 
opportunity of drawing the attention of the county council 
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to the matter. They have no doubt that the ooiinty council 
wiU do all in their power to organise the necessary machinery 
for administering the Act.

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APPENDIX B 
THE OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT, 1908. 

LOOAL Gk)YEBNMEirr BOABD,

Sm, 

1. I am directed by the Local Qoyemment Board to 
f orwaid, for the information of the council, advance copies 
of the Begulations under sect. 10 of the Old Age Pensions 
Act, 1908 (8 Edw. YIL c. 40). The Board take this c^portunity 
of drawing attention to certain points in connection with the 
Act and Begulations. 

2. The general scheme of the measure is, as the coimcil 
are aware, to provide old age pensions for poor persons of 
70 years of age and upwards. 

3. Although in the Act and Begulations and in this Circular 
the pensioner is spoken of as masculine, it will be understood 
that according to the rules of legislative interpretation the 
scheme applies both to men and women. It also applies to 
them whellier they are married or single. 

4. The Act provides that every person in whose case 
certain conditions are fulfilled shall be entitled to receive a 
pension so long as those conditions continue to be fulfilled 
and he is not disqualified under the Act. 

Statutoby CoKDinoNS Aim Disqualtfioations. 

5. The statutory conditions which have to be fulfilled to 
entitle a person to a pension are the following : — 

(1) He must have attained the age of 70. 

(2) He must satisfy the pension authorities that for at 
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least 20 years up to the date of the receipt of any sum 
on aocoTint of a pension he has been a British subject, 
and has had his residence, as defined by the Begulations, 
in the United Kingdom. 
(3) He must satisfy the pension authorities that his yearly 
means as calculated imder the Act do not exceed Sll. 10«. 
6. Besides fulfilling the statutory conditions, the claimant 
or pensioner must not be subject to any of the disqualifica- 
tions prescribed by the Act. The following are the circum- 
stances under which he will be disqualified for receiving or 
continuing to receive an old age pension. 

(1) "While he is in receipt of any poor relief (other than 
relief of the kind mentioned in the next paragraph) and, 
until the 31st December, 1910, unless Parliament otherwise 
determines, if he has at any time since the 1st January, 1908, 
received, or hereafter receives, any such relief. 

The classes of relief which are excepted and which will 
not be considered as poor relief for the purposes of old age 
pensions are : — 

(a) Any medical or surgical assistance (including food or 
comforts) supplied by or on the recommendation of a 
medical officer ; or 

(b) any relief given to any person by means of the main- 
tenance of any dependant of that person in any limatic 
asylum, infirmary or hospital, or the payment of any 
expenses of the burial of a dependant ; or 

(c) any relief (other than medical or surgical assistance, 
or relief hereinbefore specifically exempted) which by 
law is expressly declared not to be a disqualification for 
registration as a parliamentary elector, or a reason for 
depriving any person of any franchise, right or privilege. 

(2) If, before he becomes entitled to a pension, he has 
habitually failed to work according to his ability, opportunity, 
and need, for the maintenance or benefit of himself and those 
legally dependent upon him. A person will not, however, 
be disqualified tmder this paragraph if he has continuously 
for 10 years up to attaining the age of 60, by means of 

O.A.P. 9 
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payments to friendly, provident, or other societies, or trade 
unions, or other approved steps, made such provision against 
old age, sickness, infirmity, or want or loss of employment 
as is recognised as proper provision for the purpose by the 
Begolations. Moreover, any such provision, when made by 
the husband in the case of a married couple living together, 
•will as respects any right of the wife to a pension, be 
treated as provision made by the wife as well as by the 
husband. 

, (3) While he is detained in any asylum within the meaning 
of the Lunacy Act, 1890, or while he is being maintained in 
any place as a pauper or criminal lunatic. 

(4) During the continuance of any period of disqualification 
arising or imposed in pursuance of sub-sects. (2) and (3) of 
sect. 3 of the Act in consequence of conviction for an 
offence. 

The sub-sections referred to in the last paragraph are as 
follows : — 

(2) << Where a person has been before the passing of this 
Act, or is after the passing of this Act, convicted of any 
offence, and ordered to be imprisoned without the option 
of a fine or to suffer any greater punishment, he shall 
be disqualified for receiving or continuing to receive an 
old age pension under this Act while he is detained in 
prison in consequence of the order, and for a further 
period of 10 years after the date on which he is released 
from prison." 

(3) ** Where a person of 60 years of age or upwards having 
been convicted before any Court is liable to have a 
detention order made against him imder the Inebriates 
Act, 1898, and is not necessarily, by virtue of the pro- 
visions of this Act, disqualified for receiving or continuing 
to receive an old age pension imder this Act, the Oourt 
may, if they think fi^ order that the person convicted 
be so disqualified for such period, not exceeding 10 years, 
as the Oourt direct.'* 
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Amount of Pension. 

7. The amount of the pension will depend upon the yearly 
means of the pensioner as calculated under the Act, and will 
be as shown in the following table : —

GoNsnrunoN and Pbooeedinos of Committbes. 

8. Before dealing with the procedure to be followed in the 
making and determination of daims for pensions it may be 
couTenient to refer briefly to provisions which are contained 
in the Begulations as to the constitution and proceedings of 
the local pension committees and sub-committees. 

9. The Board in their Circular of the 4th August have 
indicated generally the proceedings to be taken for consti- 
tuting these committees, and in many cases preliminary steps 
will doubtless have already been taken in the matter. It 
will be observed from regulation 36 that the meeting for the 
appointment of the local pension committee must be held 
before the end of the present month or at such later date as 
the Board may allow. The first meeting of the committee 
will be convened by the derk of the council as soon as may 

9—2 
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be after the committee has been appointed. If the appoint- 
ing coimcil so direct, the first meeting of the committee may 
be held immediatelj^«fter its appointment without anj notice, 
but where there are persons who are members of the com- 
mittee and are not members of the council, the meeting 
cannot be held unless these perscms have been inf <xrmed of 
their appointment and given an opportunity of attending. 
Attention is also drawn to the detailed provisions on the 
subject contained in sect. 8 of the Act and in regulations 21 
to 24, inclusive. 

10. Each committee and sub-committee when appointed 
will have to appoint some fit person as their derk and to 
make arrangements for the holding of their meetings. 
Immediately upon his appointment the clerk of every 
committee and sub-committee is to notify his appointment, 
together with his name and address, to the Board. In so 
doing he should follow the terms of form 14 in the First 
Schedule to the B^gulations. Under regulation 23 the com- 
mittee may assign to their derk or to the derk of a sub- 
committee, such remuneration as they think fit, not being in 
excess of the scale fixed for the purpose by the Treasury. 

11. Begulation 22 entitles a committee or sub-committee 
to use free of charge (except such charge as may be approved 
by the Treasury for heating, lighting, or deaning) at all 
reasonable times and after reasonable notice any offices of 
any local authority situate in the area for whidi the com- 
mittee are appointed. If a question arises as to what is 
reasonable, it may be determined by the Board. They have 
little doubt that local authorities generally will be willing to 
facilitate the operations of the committees by permitting them 
to use such accommodation as they may have available. As 
soon as the committees are established, the question of 
arranging for the holding of their meetings will be one of 
the first matters claiming attention. 

12. If in any case there are no offices of a local authority 
available for use by a committee, and the committee are 
unaUe to obtain the use of any room free of charge, they 
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may hire a room for their meetings, but the cost of hiring 
must not exceed the scale £xed by the Treasury. 

SXTB-COMMITTEES 

13. Except that the number of membei of a sub-committee 
must not be less than five nor more than nine, and that the 
remuneration of the derk will be assigned by the committee, 
and that in the case of a sub-committee regulation 21 must 
be read with the substitution of the committee for the 
appointing council and of the sub-committee for the com- 
mittee, regulations 21 to 23 apply equally to sub-committees 
as to committees. 

14. As soon as sub-committees are appointed notice should 
be given by the derk of the local pension committee, in 
accordance with form 15 in the First Schedule to the Begula- 
tions, to the Board and to each supervisor of Inland Bevenue 
in the area of the council by whom the committee are 
appointed. A name should be given to each sub-committee's 
district, and the notice should specify the area comprising 
each district (this should be either the names of the parishes 
or sanitary districts induded in it), the name assigned to the 
district, and the powers and duties which have been delegated 
to the sub-committees. 

FoBMS FOB Use by Oommittbes. 

15. It will be seen that the Beg^ulations provide a number 
of forms for use by the committees and sub-committees in 
dealing with claims and questions. The Board are arranging 
for the printing of the forms numbered 3, 4a, 4b, 5a, 5b, 
6, 7, 8a, 8b, 9, 10, 11, and 13, and a supply of these forms 
will be sent for the use of committees and sub-committees as 
soon as they are ready. Further supplies can be procured 
when required, free of charge, on requisition to the Controller 
of His Majesty's Stationery OflBce, Prince's Street, Storey's 
Gate, S.W. 

16. For the purpose of ^e ready identification of the forms 
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used by each committee or sub-committee a space will be 
found in the top right hand comer of each form, and the 
Board suggest that each derk should provide himself with a 
rubber stamp, which should not be more Hian 1^ inches high 
and 2} inches wide, bearing the name of the committee or 
sub-committee, thus : —

The words "District" and "Station" with which the 
forms are generally headed are intended to signify the district 
of the supervisor of Inland Bevenue, and the station assigned 
to ^e local pension officer respectively. 

Pbocbdubb on Maxino and Dbtbbmination of Claihb 

FOB PBNSION. 

17. The course of procedure to be taken for the purpose of 
obtaining a pension will be as follows. 

18. The claimant will in the first instance have to fill up a 
form of claim. This form he will be able to procure without 
charge at any post office at the end of September, and the 
postmaster will at his request give hrm assLstanoe in filling 
it up. The form is prescribed in the First Schedule to the 
Begulations (form 1). It is designed to show primarily 
whether the claimant fulfils the statutory conditions men- 
tioned above. It is intended that pensions should be payable 
at a particular post office to be designated by the claimant in 
his form of claim, and in most cases no doubt this will be the 
post office at which he will attend to receive the form. 

19. Forms may also be obtained from the pension officers, 
who will be referred to later. When filled up the claimant 
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must sign the form of claim (or if he cannot write must affix 
his mark to it) in the presence of a witness, who will also sign 
it, and the form must then be delivered to the postmaster of 
the post office at which the claimant desires that the pension 
if granted should be payable, or to the pension officer. 

20. Sect. 9 (1) of ^e Act renders any person who know- 
ingly makes a false statement or false representation in 
connection with a daim for a pension liable to six months' 
imprisonment with hard labour, and a copy of this section 
will be printed on the form of daim. 

21. When the daim has been made and signed and 
delivered to the postmaster, the procedure for dedding and 
adjudicating upon the daim can begin. The three main 
points to be determined are: — 

(1) Whether the claimant satisfies the statutory conditions. 

(2) Whether he is subject to any of the disqualifications. 

(3) Assuming that his yearly means as calculated under 
the Act exceed 21L and are less than 311, 10«., at what 
figure they are to be taken to stand. 

22. The authorities engaged in the determination of the 
claims and questions arising in connection with them will be 
the pension officers and the local pension committees, or 
where the powers and duties of the committees in the deter- 
mination of claims and questions have been ddegated to 
sub-committees, those sub-committees. It will be under- 
stood that in the remainder of this Circular references to 
committees must be read as applying to sub-committees 
where those bodies are in existence and acting on behalf of 
the committees in this matter. The pension officers will be 
appointed by the Treasury, and it is intended to appoint for 
this purpose the local officers of Excise. Each of these will 
act in a defined area. 

23. Claims when made have first to be investigated by the 
pension officer of the area in which the claimant resides. 
After investigation he will report upon them and will send 
the claims and his reports to the committee for their decision. 

24. Begulation 7 provides that every postmaster upon 
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deliTery to him of a daim to a pension shall, nnless the 
committee appointed for the area in wnich tne oiaimaab 
resides direct that claims shall be sent to the committee, 
forthwith send the claim to the pension officer. The Board 
suggest that at present no such direction should be given by 
the committee. It seems to them that it is desirable, in the 
first instance when the number of claims to be made will be 
very large, that no time should be lost in the process of 
getting the claims into the hands of the pension officers so 
that the work of investigation may proceed at onca 

25. The pension officer will make the necessary investi- 
gations into the claims and take such other steps as he may 
be directed or as may appear to him to be expedient to 
elucidate any points of doubt or obscurity in the case. Some 
instructions to him are included in the Second Schedule to the 
Beg^ulations, and others will no doubt be given to him through 
the Board of Inland Bevenue as circumstances require. 

26. The pension officer will at intervals send to the com- 
mittee acting for the area in which the claimants reside the 
claims he has received, together with his reports upon them, 
a statement of the inquiries he has made in reference to them 
and the results of those inquiries, and unless he is satisfied 
that the yearly means of a claimant do not exceed 212., in 
which case if the claimant is otherwise qualified he would be 
entitled to the maximum pension of 5$. a week, a summary 
of the income, property and other yearly means of the 
claimant, in order to guide the committee in determining the 
amotmt of the pension to which he may be entitied. All the 
docimients appertaining to each claim should be filed in due 
order and kept together. 

27. If any claims are received direct by the committee 
they must be sent at once to the pension officer within whose 
district the claimant resides. The committee should not 
proceed to consider or determine any claim until they have 
before them the report of the pension officer upon it 

28. On receiving from the pension officer the documents 
mentioned above, the clerk of the committee must arrange 
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for a meetmg of the committee within seven days. Not 
less than three days before the meeting notice of the time 
and place of meetrag giving the names of the claimants 
whose claims are to be considered at the meeting (see form 
No. 3 in the First Schedule to the Begulations) must be sent 
to the pension officer. Notice of the meeting should also be 
given to each member of the committee. The pension officer 
is entitled to attend any meeting of the committee and to 
speak but not to vote thereat. 

29. The committee wiU at the meeting consider the claims 
which are before them, together with the report of the pension 
officer and any other evidence or information which they 
may receive, and they may if they think necessary require 
the pension officer to procure any further information which 
it is in his power to obtain in reference to any matter to be 
considered by them. 

30. Oases in which the pension officer considers that the 
daimant is entitled to receive a pension and the committee 
agree with him wiU present little or no difficulty. In all 
oases, however, in which the committee on the information 
before them think that the matter ought to be decided 
adversely to the claimant they are required by the Begula- 
tions to give the claimant an opportunity of being heard. 
If the claimant, or some one on his behalf, is not in attend- 
ance at the meeting the consideration of the matter must 
be adjourned, and notice (form 6) must be sent to the 
claimant acquainting him with the fact, and stating that he 
is entitled to attend and be heard, if he so desire, at the 
meeting at which the matter will again come up for con- 
sideration. The subsequent meeting must be held not more 
than one month after the original meeting. 

31. If in any case the committee disagree as respects any 
matter with the report of the pension officer, the Begulations 
require that the committee shall not give their final decision 
on the claim without making such further investigation as 
they think necessary. In such a case it will usually be 
desirable to give the pension officer an opportunity of making 
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any farther representatioiiB that he thinks fit upon the daim, 
and if necessary proeeouting supplemental investigations 
upon it 

32. When the committee have come to any decision upon 
a daim, they should annex to the file of papers relating to 
the daim a statement of their decision, and the Board will 
supply the committee wi^ forms for the purpose adapted to 
show the name and address of the claimant, with the effect 
of the decision, e.^., daim allowed or disallowed, as the case 
may be. Where a daim is allowed the weekly rate of the 
pension and the date from whidi it is to commence should be 
stated, and where a daim is disallowed the grounds upon 
which it has been disallowed should be given. The date of 
the decision should be inserted, and the statement should be 
authenticated by the signature of the chairman or the derk 
of the committee. 

33. Notice of the decision should forthwith be given by 
the derk of the committee to the claimant and the pension 
officer in forms 4a and 4b, or 6jl and 6b, as the case may 
require^ and the date on which these notices are sent should 
be indicated upon the paper containing the statement of the 
decision. 

Appeals fbom Decisions of Oommittee. 

34. Sect 1 (1) (c) of the Act provides for an appeal 
being made to the Board by the pension officer or any 
person aggrieved against a decision of the pension com- 
mittee. 

35. Form 4b notifying to the pension officer the decision 
of the committee allowing a daim, and form 6a notifying to 
a [daimant the decision of the committee disallowing his 
claim, have a paragraph appended to them intimating that 
an appeal may be made and the mode of making it 

36. For the purpose of making an appeal forms 9 and 10 
must be used. A stock of these forms will be in the hands 
of eadi committee, and a copy of each form must be supplied 
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by the clerk of the committee, free of charge, to any person 
who desires to appeal. Before parting with them, the clerk 
should stamp them in the space at the right hand top comer 
with the name of the committee, and mark them with the 
number assigned to the case in the committee's register, and, 
in the case of any appellant, other than the pension officer, 
who makes a personal application for the forms, he should 
explain generally the process by which an appeal may be 
made. 

37. The notice of appeal (form 9) must be filled up with 
particulars which will be obtainable from the notice of 
decision of the committee and must be signed by the 
appellant or, if he cannot write, he must affix his mark 
in the presence of a witness whose signature will be 
appended. The date on which it is sent to the Board 
must not be later than seven days after the day on which 
the notice of decision of the committee was receiyed by the 
claimant, or, if the appellant is a person who has not receiyed 
a notice (that is to say a person other than the claimant or 
the pension officer), within seven days of the date of the 
decision. Thus, if the claimant receiyed the notice of 
decision on the 7th day of the month, the appeal must be 
sent off not later than tiie 14th. When the form has been 
duly filled up, signed and dated, it should be folded up and 
posted to the Local Government Board, whose address will be 
on the back of the form. 

38. At the same time as he sends off form 9 to the Board, 
the appellant must send or deliver form 10 to the derk of the 
committee. This form is a notification to the committee of 
the appeal haviag been made, and it is necessary that it 
should also state Ihe grounds upon which the appeUant con- 
siders that the decision against which he appeals was wrong. 
If he has any documentary evidence in support of his appeal, 
it should be annexed to form 10. The clerk of the committee 
on receiving from the pension officer or any person other than 
the claimant, notification of an appeal having been made 
against the allowance of a claim, must send to the claimant 
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a notioe in fonn 11 mforming him tkat an appeal has been 
brought. 

39. The derk will annex form 10 and any document that 
may accompany it to the file of papers relating to the daim, 
and at once send to the Board the whole file, indnding all 
documents concerning the claim which may be in the 
poescMion of the committee. He may append any further 
memorandum on the subject if he thinks fit, but he should 
not delay the dispatch of the papers on that account. If the 
Board Bnd it necessary to communicate with the committee 
or the pension officer before deciding the appeal they will do 
so. In some cases they may find it expedient to direct local 
investigation to be made before deciding the appeal. 

40. The decision of the Board will be communicated to the 
committee in a form corresponding to form 12 in the First 
Schedule to the Begulations. On receiving this form the 
derk of the committee should at once send form 13 com- 
municating the Board's decision to the pension officer and 
the claimant, and should the appellant be neither of these 
persons, a form should be sent to him also. 

PaooEBDiNas ON Decision bboomino Final. 

41. When seven days have elapsed from the date of receipt 
by the pension officer or the daimant of the notice of dedsion 
of the committee, if no appeal has been made the decision of 
the committee will become final and conclusive. If any 
appeal is made the decision of the Board upon it will 
similarly be final and condusive. When this stage has 
been reached the derk of the committee, after first enter- 
ing a due record of the case in the register mentioned below, 
is required to send the daim and all documents relating 
thereto, which are in the possession of the committee, to the 
pension officer. The Board will themselves, after the ded- 
sion on an appeal has been given, send to the pension 
officer the documents which they have received from the 
committee. 
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Peovisional Claims. 

42. The Act permits claims to be allowed provisionally, 
that is to say, before the date at which the pension will become 
payable. As in accordance with sect. 12 no person will be 
entitled to receive a pension until the Ist January, 1909, 
all the claims allowed before that date will be provisionally 
allowed. The Begulations, moreover, provide for claims 
being made and provisionally allowed at any time not 
exceeding four months before the date on which the claimant 
will become entitled to receive his pension, and thus it is 
probable that provisional allowance will come to be the 
normal practice. It will obviously be convenient to the 
pension authorities that claims should be made in good time, 
so that opportunity may be given for their being properly 
investigated and determined before the date when the 
claimant would be entitled to a pension. And since, imder 
scict. 5 (2) of the Act, the pension will not commence 
to accrue until the claim has been allowed, if the claimant 
defers making a claim until he has reached the age of 70, or 
has otherwise become entitled to receive a pension, he will 
have to wait TrntQ his daim has been investigated and finally 
allowed before he can begin to draw his pension, and so may 
lose some weeks* payments which he would otherwise have 
received. 

Peovision as to Evidenob. 

43. In determining claims the committee will no doubt be 
largely guided by the investigations made by the pension 
officer. In some cases these may be supplemented by further 
information which they may themselves possess, but the 
committee will not be required to imdertake independent 
investigations. They may, however, call upon the pension 
officer to procure further evidence if he can do so. Begard 
may be had not only to strictly legal evidence such as would 
be admissible in a court of law, but to any such evidence as 
is in the opinion of the committee sufficient lor the purpose. 
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and IB the best information which it is reasonably possible to 
obtain. 

44. In connection with questions as to the fulfilment of 
the statutory condition as to residence or questions arising 
under the proviso to sect. 3 (1) (b) of the Act, the committee 
will take note of the special provisions on these subjects 
contained in regulations 29 and 30. 

DETEBMDfATIOK OF QXTESTIONB. 

45. Besides deciding upon original claims for pensions, the 
committee will also have to adjudicate upon questions of 
various kinds that may arise under the Act, such as questions 
whether a pensioner is or is not disqualified for continuing 
to receive a pension, whether a pensioner is entitled to receive 
a pension at a higher rate than that which he is at the time 
receiving, or whether the statutory conditions continue to be 
fulfilled. 

46. Questions of this kind may be raised by the pensioner, 
or may originate with the pension officer, but howsoever 
arising they will in the first instance fall to be investigated 
by the pension officer, and the procedure for determining 
them will generally follow that laid down for the considera- 
tion of claims. The committee will receive from the pension 
officer a report on any such question, and will deal with it 
generally in the same manner as they deal with claims. 
Forms 7, 81. and 8b, in the First Schedule to the £«(gulations 
are to be used in dealing with such questions. Appeals may 
be made against decisions of the committee on questions in 
the same way as against decisions on claims. 

BxaisTRB OF Oases dbaxt with by Committeb. 

47. Begulation 23 requires the clerk of every committee to 
keep a record, in such form and containing such particulars 
as the Board direct, of all claims and questions in respect of 
which a repcnrt is sent to the committee by the pension 
officer and of the decision of the committee thereon. The 
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Board propose shortly to issue an order prescribing the form 
of register in which this record shall be kept. 

48. The functions of the committee do not extend to super- 
vising the payment of the pensions, nor are they required to 
consider questions of the continuance of qualification for 
pension, unless such questions are brought before them by 
the pension officer for determination. No reference is, 
therefore, made in this Circular to these matters. 

49. Various points in connection with the expenses of the 
committees are dealt with in the Financial Instructions for 
pension committees and sub-committees issued by the 
Treasury, a copy of which accompanies this letter. Corre- 
spondence on matters of finance should be addressed to the 
Treasury, Whitehall, S.W.

THE OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT, 1908. 



MEM0BANDX7M. 

Fob the iKFomcATioir of Psbsons DEsnuNG to Make 
Claims fob Pensioits. 

1. Under this Act old age pensions may be claimed both 
by men and women, whether married or single, and this 
memorandum must be read as applying to women as well as 
men. To be eligible for a pension a person must comply 
with the following conditions: — 

OoNDinoNS. 

(1) He must haye attained the age of 70. He should be 
in a position to produce evidence of his age when called 
upon. The beet OTidenoe would probably be a certificate of 
birth. If that is not ayailable a certificate of baptism, a 
certificate of marriage if the age is shown on it, or any other 
certificate or formal document, duly dated, which will afford 
independent testimony of the claimant's age, should be 
procured if possible. 

(2) The claimant will haye to satisfy the pension autho- 
rities that for at least 20 years previously he has been a 
British subject, and has resided in England, Scotland, or 
Ireland. 

Temporary absences during these 20 years will not 

disqualify in the following cases: — 

(a) If before the absence the claimant was living in one 

of these coxmtries, and throughout his absence was 

employed in the service of the Crown as a soldier, 
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sailor, or otherwise, or was in the service of anyone so 
emplojed. 

(b) If before the absence he was Hying in England, 
Scotland, or Ireland and throughout the absence was 
serving on board a vessel registered in one of these 
countries; or 

(c) If throughout the absence his home was in England, 
Scotland, or Ireland. In this last case, the total amount 
of absence during the preceding 20 years must not 
exceed 8 years. 

The claimant should be ready to give as closely as possible 
the actual dates of any absences during these 20 years. 

(3) The claimant must satisfy the pension authorities that 
his yearly means as calcidated under the Act do not exceed 
311. 108. 

In calculating the means of the claimant, regard must be 
had not only to actual income in cash, but to the yearly 
value of advantages derived from the use or enjoyment of 
property, and the yearly value of any benefit or privilege 
enjoyed by the claimant. Similarly the yearly value of 
money hoarded or property not profitably used is to be 
considered. ' 

The means of one of a married couple living together in 
the same house are not to be taken to be less than half the 
total means of the couple. 

DiSQUALIFIOATIOKB. 

2. Besides satisfying the conditions mentioned above, a 
claimant for a pension must not be subject to any of the dis- 
qualifications laid down by the Act. The following classes 
of persons are disqualified : — 

(1) Persons who are in receipt of poor relief or who have 
received poor relief at any time since the Ist of January, 
1908. Poor relief for this purpose means any relief received 
through the poor law authorities other than the following: — 

(a) Medical or surgical assistance (induding food or 

O.A.P. 10 
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oomf oris) supplied by or on the leoommendation of the 
medical officer ; 

(b) Belief given by means of the maintenance of any 
dependant of the applicant in a Innatic asylum, infir- 
mary, or hospital, or the payment towards the burial 
expenses of a dependant ; 

(c) Any relief which by law is expressly declared not to be 
a disqualification for r^istration as a parliamentary 
elector or a reason for depriving any person of any 
franchise, right, or privilege. 

(2) Persons who have habitually failed to work according 
to their ability, opportunity, and need, for the maintenanoe 
or benefit of themselves, and those legally dependent upon 
them. 

(3) Persons who are detained in lunatic asylums, or are 
maintained in any place as pauper or criminal lunatics. 

(4) Persons who have within the preceding 10 years been 
oonvioted of an offence and ordered to be imprisoned without 
the option of a fine or to suffer any greater punishment 
The period of 10 years dates from the time when the person 
was released from prison. 

(5) Persons over 60 who have been ordered to be detained 
under the Inebriates Act, 1898, and who are disqualified by 
the Court which makes the detention order. 

3. In order to save trouble and disappointment, intending 
claimants for pensions should make quite sure, first, that 
they satisfy the conditions mentioned above, and next that 
they are not subject to any of the disqualifications. 

Pbooedttbji tob Makikg Claims. 

4. The first pensions will be payable at the beginning of 
January, 1909, but claims may be made before that time, 
and it is desirable that they should be made early, so as to 
aUow as much time as possible for their being considered and 
determined. Claims for pension can only be made by filling 
up prescribed forms, which it is expected will be ready by 
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the end of September, and can then be obtained at any post 
office. They cannot be made by writing to the pension com- 
mittee or the pension officer or the Local Gk>yemment Board, 
or in any other way. Any person who will be over 70 on 
the 1st of January next, and who is otherwise eligible, will 
be entitled to make a claim if he wishes to do so. Persons 
who will become 70 at later dates, and who are otherwise 
eligible, may make their claims within four months before 
reaching the age of 70. 

5. Each pensioner's pension will be payable only at one 
particular post office to be selected at the time the claim is 
made. The claimant should, therefore, settle at which post 
office he wishes his pension to be paid, assuming that it is 
granted. On application at the post office, after the end of 
September, he will be able to procure a form of claim without 
payment, and if he wishes it, assistance will be giren at the 
post office to enable him to fill it up properly. The form 
will require the claimant to state full name and postal 
address, occupation, sex, whether single or married, widower 
or widow, age, date of birth and place where born, whether 
the claimant is a British subject and has lived for 20 years 
in the United Eongdom, and certain particulars as to his 
means. He will have to sign the form, or, if he cannot 
write, make his mark, and his signature or mark will have 
to be witnessed by some other person who will also sign his 
name. When the form is filled up it should be handed in at 
the post office at which the claimant wishes the pension to be 
paid. 

6. Li due course the claimant will be visited by the pension 
officer attached to the district in which he resides. The 
pension officer will ask various questions for the purpose of 
ascertaining accurately whether all the conditions for a 
pension are fulfilled, and whether the claimant is or is not 
subject to any disqualification. In particular, he will have 
to obtain detailed information as to the yearly means of 
the claimant. 

It is necessary that the yearly means, if between 211, and

of the pennon in oases where the claimant is otherwise 
eligible, will depend on the amoont of yearly means. 

7. If the yearly means do not exceed 21^, the poudon 
will be at the rate of 6$, a week. 

If the yearly means exceed 21^., but do not exceed 
232. 12«. 6d, the pension will be at the rate of 4«. a 
week. 

If the yearly means exceed 232. 12«. 6(2.,[bnt do not exceed 
262. 6$,, the pension will be at the rate of 3s. a week 

If the yearly means exceed 262. 6$., bat do not exceed 
282. 17«. 6<;2., the pension will be at the rate of 2«. a week. 

If the yearly means exceed 282. 11$, 6(2., but do not 
exceed 312. 10a., the pension will be at the rate of U, a 
week. 

No pension will be payable if the yearly means exceed 
312. 10«. 

8. It will not be necessary to append a birth certificate or 
other evidence of age to the form of claim itself, but these 
should be shown to the pension officer when he visits the 
claimant. Both in filling up the form and in supplying infor- 
mation to the pension officer the claimant must be careful to 
give complete and true answers. Any false statement or 
false representation knowingly made will render the claimant 
liable to six months' imprisonment with hard labour. 

9. When the pension officer has obtained all such infor- 
mation as he can about any claim, he will make a report 
upon it to the local pension committee or sub-committee. 
In the rest of this Memorandimi this body, whether a com- 
mittee or sub-committee, is referred to as the committee. 

10. The committee on receiving the report from the pen- 
sion officer will consider the daim, together with the report 
of the pension officer, and a notice will in due course be sent 
to the claimant by the clerk of the committee informing him 
of the decision of the committee upon the daim. Before the 
committee decide adversely to any claimant, they are required 
to give him an opportxuiily of being heard. 
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Appbaxb against Decisions of Comhittbb. 

11. When the oommittee have allowed a claim for a 
pension, it is open to the pension officer, if he considers that 
the claimant is not eligible for a pension or that the decision 
is otherwise wrong, to appeal to the Local Gbyemment 
Board within seven days. Li that case the claim will have 
to be finally determined by the Board. A notice will be sent 
to the claimant if an appeal is made, and he will be informed 
of the final decision on the daim. 

12. If the oommittee disallow a claim it is open to the 
claimant to appeal from their decision to the Local Goyem- 
ment Board, but there will be no advantage in his doing so 
imless he can produce evidence to show that the decision of 
the committee was wrong. It must be understood that there 
is no power in the committee or in the Local Government 
Board to dispense with any of the requirements of the Act 
of Parliament, or to exempt anyone from disqualification, or 
to remove any of the conditions which Parliament has 
imposed. If therefore a claim has been disallowed on the 
ground that the claimant does not fulfil one of the statutory 
conditions or is disqualified— for example, through having 
received poor relief eonce the 1st of January, 1908 — ^there is no 
use in his making an appeal unless he is in a position to show 
that the condition is fulfilled or that he is not disqualified. 

13. If the claimant can show that the decision of the 
oommittee is wrong, he can appeal in the following way : 
He must obtain from the dork of the committee two special 
forms (one blue and the other yellow) which will have to be 
filled up, folded and posted, the blue one to the Local 
Government Board and the yellow one to the committee. 
They need not be stamped. The committee on receiving the 
form will send all the documents relating to the claim to the 
Local Government Board, who will have to decide on the 
appeal. It is important to notice that an appeal must be 
made within seven days after the claimant receives notice 
from the committee that his daim has been disallowed. 
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Issue of Pensioit Qbdbb. 

14. When a olaim has been finally allowed the pension 
officer will supply the claimant wiUi a book of pension 
orders which will be payable week by week at the post office 
named in the daim. 

Infirm akb Jjxyajjd Clidcakts. 

15. Claimants who are too infirm or ill to attend at the 
post office for the purpose of obtaining a form of claim or to 
attend when summoned before the committee, may send 
someone else to get the form or to represent them. The 
form of daim must however be signed by the claimant or if 
he cannot write he must mark it with a cross. The contente 
should be explained to him in all cases in which he is unable 
to fill up or supply the answers himself.

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OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT, 1908. 

Local Goyesnmbnt Board, 

Edinburgh, 7th August, 1908. 
Sir, 

The Local Gbyemment Board desire to direct the attention 
of town councils to the proyisions of the above Act, the 
object of which is to provide a pension in accordance with the 
scale set forth in the Schedule to the Act to all persons who 
come within its scope. 

The Board propose in a subsequent Circular to deal more 
fully with the procedure to be followed in pursuance of the 
Act and the Eegulations which have to be made under it in 
connection with the determination of claims and questions. 
For the present they confine themselves to indicating the 
steps which require to be taken immediately by the town 
coimcil in order to provide the machinery necessary to carry 
the measure into effect. 

Sect. 8 of the Act, as applied to Scotland by sect. 11, 
provides that, for the consideration and determination of 
claims for old age pensions and questions arising in con- 
nection therewith, a local pension committee shall be appointed 
by the town council of every burgh and police burgh. The 
persons appointed to be members of a local pension com- 
mit;tee need not, however, be members of the council by 
which they are appointed. The number of the committee 
will be fixed by the Eegulations to be issued under the Act, 
at not less than seven nor more than the total number of 
members of the council. 

Sub-sect. (2) of sect. 8 provides that a local pension 
committee may appoint such and so many sub-committees, 
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oonsistiiig either wholly or partly of the members of the 
committee, ae the committee think fit, and a local pension 
committee may delegate, either absolutely or under such 
conditions as they think fit, to any such sub-committee any 
powers and duties of the local pension committee under the 
Act 

As a yery large number of persons will become entitled to 
pensions at the beginning of January next, it is important 
that the local pension committees and sub-committees should 
be appointed at the earliest date practicable, so that the 
longest possible time prior to the 1st January may be allowed 
for dealing with applications which wiU be made in anticipa- 
tion of that date. The Board are anxious, therefore, that the 
matter should be brought before the town council as soon as 
this can be done. 

A meeting of the town council, for the purpose of appoint- 
ing the local pension committee, should be held during the 
present month, but in any case not later than 12th Septem- 
ber. If a meeting will not in the ordinary course take place 
before then, a special meeting must be called for the purpose. 
It is absolutely essential that the pension committee, and 
any sub-committees appointed by them, should be in a 
position to take up their duties by 1st October. 

As soon as the local pension committee are appointed, the 
immediate questions for them to consider will be : — 

(1) Whether sub-committees are to be appointed. 

(2) If sub-committees are to be appointed, in what areas 
they should act. 

(3) What powers and duties of the pension committee 
should be delegated to them. 

The duties of the committee inyolye the consideration of 
all individual claims, and it is intended that claimants shall 
have an opportunity of appearing before them. It seems to 
the Board, therefore, that in the larger burghs it will be 
necessary for the committee to delegate their powers and 
duties generally to sub-conunittees acting in suitable 
sub-diyisions of the burgh area. 
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The course suggested inyolyes the pladng of the whole of 
the work of determining daims and questions in the hands 
of the sub-committees ; but it seems to the Board that what- 
ever arrangement may be made hereafter, it will be necessary 
in the first instance at any rate, owing to the large number 
of claims which will have to be determined in a short period 
of time, to sub-diyide the work in all the large burghs, and 
their view is that if sub-committees are to be appointed it 
would lead to difficulties and delays, and would not conduce 
to efficient working if the whole of the powers and duties of 
the local pension committee were not delegated to them. 

If the local pension committee decide to delegate their 
powers and duties to sub-committees, the next step to be 
taken will be to determine the areas in which the sub-com- 
mittees are to act. These sub-divisions should not be more 
numerous than necessary, but at the same time should be of 
such a size as to allow personal interviews with applicants 
for pensions being readily arranged. The pension officers 
who are to be appointed by the Treasury will be the super- 
visors of Inland Bevenue. They will have to report to the 
committees or sub-committees on each daim, and will be in 
dose touch with those bodies. 

doming to the constitution of sub-committees, it will be 
seen from sect. 8 (2) of the Act that these bodies must 
consist either wholly or partly of members of the local 
pension committee. It will, therefore, be necessary that at 
least one member of every sub-committee should be a mem- 
ber of the pension committee. The Begulations to be issued 
under the Act may be expected to provide that the number 
of members of a sub-committee shall be not less than five 
nor more than nine. 

It is hoped that forms in which persons desiring to obtain 
pensions may make their claims wOl be available at the post 
offices by the 1st October, and it is desirable that the 
committees or sub-committees who will be called upon to 
consider them should be able to set to work soon after that 
date. The Board recognise that the time is short for making 
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all fhe needful amngements, and they have taken the earliest 
opportunity of drawing the attention of the town council to 
the matter. They have no doubt that the town council will 
do all in their power to organise the necessary machinery for 
administering the Act.

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OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT, 1908.

Sib, Gsneral Provisions. 

The Board have already in fheir Circular of 7th instant 
directed the attention of county and town councils to the 
provisions of the above Act, and, as indicated in that Circular, 
they now wish to refer to the Act in more detail, with special 
reference to the Begulations which have been made under 
sect. 10. Two copies of the Begulations are enclosed. 

The general scheme is, as you are aware, to provide old 
age pensions in accordance with the scale set forth in the 
Schedule to the Act for persons of 70 years of age and 
upwards. Such persons will not be entitled to a pension 
until the first day of January, 1909, and no pension will 
begin to accrue until that day. Although in the Act and 
Begulations and in this Circular the pensioner is spoken of 
as masculine, it will be understood that, in accordance with 
sect. 1 of the Interpretation Act, 1889, the scheme applies 
both to men and women. It also applies to them whether 
they are married or single. 

Every person in whose case certain conditions are fulfilled 
will be entitled to receive a pension, so long as these condi- 
tions continue to be fulfilled and he is not disqualified under 
the Act. The receipt of an old age pension is not to deprive 
the pensioner of any franchise right or privilege, or subject 
him to any disability. 
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Statutory Oonbitioks ajxd Disqttalifioatioks. 

The ftatutory conditions are laid down in sect 2 of the 
Act as follows :— 
** 1. The person most have attained the age of seventy. 
'* 2. The person must, for at least twenty years up to the 
date of the receipt of any sum on account of a pension, 
haye been a British subject and have had lus residence, 
as defined by the Regulations under this Act, in the 
United Kingdom. 
*<3. The means of the person, as calculated under this 

Act, must not exceed thirty-one pounds ten shillings.** 
The term " residence " is de&ied by regulation 29. 
There are certain disqualifications attaching to persons 
otherwise qualified to receiye pensions which are enumerated 
in sect. 3 of the Act. 

CxvTBAL Pension Authobity and Pension Offigbrs. 

The central pension authority is the Local Qoyemment 
Board for Scotland, who may act through such committee, 
persons, or person appointed by them as they think fit. 

Pension officers are to be appointed by the Treasury in 
such numbers and for such areas as the Treasury think 
desirable. The Board will in due course notify each com- 
mittee and sub-committee of the name and address of the 
pension officer in charge of its area. 

LooAL Pension Ck)MiaTTXBS and Sttb-Gommittebs. 

The Board in their Circular of 7th instant alluded to the 
appointment of local pension committees and sub-committees. 
Beguktion 21 deals with the constitution and with the pro- 
ceedings of these committees. The local pension committee 
is to consist of such number of persons, not being less than 
seyen nor more than the number of the council by whom the 
committee is appointed, as the council may determine, and 
the quorum is in no case to be less than three. The persons 
appointed to be members of a local pension committee need 
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not, however, be members of the council by which they art 
appointed. 

As indicated in their Oircular of the 7th instant, one of 
the most important questions for the local pension com- 
mittees to consider is whether sub-committees should be 
appointed, and, if so, for what areas. As already pointed 
out, a local pension committee may appoint sub-committees 
consisting either wholly or partly of members of committee 
as the committee think fit. In the large counties and burghs 
the Board think it will be absolutely necessary to appoint 
sub-committees. Each sub-committee must consist of such 
number of members, not being less than five nor more than 
nine, as the local pension committee may determine. The 
districts into which counties are divided for the purposes of 
the Local Government Act of 1889 may, in some counties, 
form suitable pension areas. Where these are too extensive, 
the county council electoral divisions would naturally suggest 
themselves as pension areas. Two or more of such divisions 
might be combined, and county councillors representing 
these divisions might serve on the sub-committee. In large 
burghs the municipal wards, or combination of wards, might 
likewise serve as pension areas. 

It is, in the opinion of the Government, very desirable to 
secure the direct representation of workmen's associations on 
the sub-committees, and the Board accordingly suggest that 
appointing councils, and local pension committees who con- 
template appointing sub-committees might, with advantage, 
communicate with local branches of trade unions, with 
friendly societies and similar bodies, and with other avail- 
able sources, with a view to the nomination of suitable and 
representative persons to serve on such local pension com- 
mittees and sub-committees. It should also be kept in view 
that women are eligible for service on these committees. 

Immediately sub-commitees are appointed, the clerk to 
the local pension committee must notify the Board and such 
pension officer as the Board direct, in accordance with 
form 15 in the First Schedule to the Begulations. A name 
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Bhonld be assigned to each 8alM)ominittee'8 distrioi, and the 
notice should specify such names, the area comprising each 
district, and the powers and duties which haye been delegated 
to the sub-committees. 

FiBST MiBTnra of Looal Pbitsiov Ck)ioiiTTBB. 

The first meeting of the committee is to be oonyened by 
the clerk of the appointing council as soon as may be after 
the committee has been appointed. This meeting may, sub- 
ject to the proviso in regulation 36 (3), be held without any 
notice immediately after the appointment of the committee. 

Olibks to Oohmittbes. 

Every committee and sub-committee must appoint some 
fit person to be derk of the committee, who will hold office 
during the pleasure of the committee. The remuneration of 
the derk is dealt with in the Financial Instructions hereafter 
referred to. It will be noted, however, that regulation 23 (4) 
provides that in the case of a sub-committee the remuneration 
will be assigned by the local pension committee. 

The derk of every committee must, immediatdy on his 
appointment, notify to the Board the appointment, together 
with his name and address. In doing so he should follow 
the terms of form 14 in the First Schedule to the Begulations. 

The Board propose shortly to issue an Order prescribing 
the form of register which, by regulation 23, the derk of 
every committee is required to keep. 

Office AoooiacoDATioir. 

Sect. 10 (1) (c) of the Act provides for Begulations being 
framed in regard to the use by the local pension committee, 
with or without payment, of any offices of a local authority. 
Begulation 22 provides that the local pension committee 
shall, for the purpose of any of the meetings of the com- 
mittee, be entitled to use free of charge (except a charge for 
heating, lighting, or cleaning) at all reasonable times and 
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after reasonable notice, any offices of any local authority 
situate in the area for which the conunittee or sub-committee 
is appointed. 

The Board trust that any local authority, on application 
being made to them, will endeavour to assist the local pension 
committee or sub-committee by providing them with the 
necessary accommodation. Where accommodation in the 
chambers or offices of the appointing councils is not available, 
the Board would suggest the schools as the most convenient 
place for meetings, and there should be no difficulty in 
arranging for the use of them. If such offices and schools 
are not avajlable, provision is made for hiring such room as 
may be required for the purpose of any meeting of the com- 
mittee. The cost of hiring is dealt with in the Financial 
Instructions hereafter mentioned. 

If any question arises under regulation 22 as to what is 
reasonable it may be determined by the Board. 

Maxino of Olaims. 

The method of making claims is explained in regulations 6 
and 7. Any person who desires to make a claim may do 
so by filling up a form (prescribed in Schedule I. of Begula. 
tions) and delivering the form, when filled up, either to the 
postmaster of the post office at which he desires that the 
pension should be payable or to the pension officer. Forms 
of claim may be obtained gratis &om any postmaster, who 
will, if requested by the claimant, afford him assistance in 
filling up the form. When filled up, the form of daim 
must be signed by the claimant (or, if he cannot write, the 
form must have his mark affixed to it) in the presence of a 
witness, who wUl also sign it. If any person knowingly 
makes any false statement or false representation, he shall 
be liable on summary conviction to imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding six months, with hard labour. 

Every postmaster, upon delivery to him of a claim to a 
pension, shall, unless he has received from the committee 
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appointed for the area in which the claimant residee direo- 
tions that claims shall be sent to the committee, forthwith 
send the daim to the pension officer. The Board suggest 
that at present no such direction should be giyen by the 
committee. It seems to them that it is desirable, in the first 
instance, when the number of claims to be made will be yery 
large, that no time should be lost in the process of getting 
the claims into the hands of the pension officer, so that the 
work of inyestigation may proceed at once. 

iNVISnOATIOK AND DBTKBimfATIOV OF CLAIMS BY 

Pszrsioir Offioebs and Ck)iociTTBi8. 

The inyestigation and determination of daims by pension 
officers and committees la fully dealt with in regulations 8 
to 16 indusiye. 

The pension officer is required to keep a register of all 
daims, and to enter in the register sudi particulars as the 
Treasury may direct of eyery decision of the committee or of 
the Local Qoyemment Bcwd. The pension officer is to 
inyestigate the daim in sudi manner as he thinks beet fitted 
for ascertaining the truth of the particulars stated in the 
daim, and, as soon as his inyestigations are complete, he is 
to report thereon to the committee or sub-committee as the 
case may be. Some instructions to the pension officer are 
induded in the Second Sdiedule to the Begulations, and 
others will no doubt be giyen to him through the Board of 
Inland Beyenue as circumstances require. 

The committee or sub-committee, not later than seyen 
days after the receipt of the report of the pension officer, are 
to consider the daim. The pension officer is entitled to 
attend any meeting held for considering any daim, and to 
speak but not to yote thereat. The committee or sub-com- 
mittee may require the pension officer to procure any further 
information which it is in his power to procure in reference 
to any matter to be considered by the committee. 

Begulation 12 prescribes the manner iii which notices of 
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meetmgs for oonsidermg olaiins shall be giyen. The pension 
officer must be informed of all meetings. In many cases 
the committee may find it expedient to ask the pension 
officer to attend. His presence would often enable the 
committee to obtain additional information where such was 
necessary, and might obviate the adjournment of the 
meeting which is contemplated and provided for in regula- 
tion 14. 

Where it is found necessary to adjourn a meeting for 
further consideration of a daim, such adjourned meeting 
must take place not more than one month after the date of 
the original meeting. The claimant is entitled to attend and 
to be heard at any such adjourned meeting. 

Where a claim is disallowed, the notice to be sent to the 
claimant shall state that the claimant is entitled to appeal to 
the central pension authority, and the grounds upon which 
the daim has been disallowed must also be stated. 

Fboyisional GLiUCS. 

Begulation 16 provides that a claim may be made and 
provisionally allowed at any time not exceeding four months 
before the date on which the claimant will become entitled 
to receive his pension. It is probable that such provisional 
allowance will come to be the normal practice. It wiU 
obviously be convenient to the pension authorities that claims 
should be made in good time, so that opportunity may be 
given for their being properly investigated and determined 
before the date when the daimant would be entitled to a 
pension. And since, under sect. 5 (2) of the Act» the pension 
will not commence to accrue until the claim has been allowed, 
if the daimant defers making a daim until he has reached 
the age of 70, or has otherwise become entitled to receive a 
pension, he will have to wait until his daim has been inves- 
tigated and finally allowed before he can begin to draw his 
pension, and so may lose some weeks' payments which he 
f^ould otherwise have received. 

p.A.P. 11 
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BAI8INO Ain> DXTXRMINATIOV OP QUXSTIONS. 

It is proyided by regulation 17 that if any pensioner 
desires to raise any question as to the weekly rate of pension 
to which he is entitled he may send a statement of his case 
to the pension officer, who is to investigate and report on the 
question in the same manner mtUaitia mutandis as he is 
required to do in the case of a daim. Likewise, provision is 
made for the pension officer raising and bringing before tbe 
committee or sub-committee any question as to the con- 
tinuance in the case of a pensioner of the fulfilment of tbe 
statutory conditions, or as to the disqualification of the 
pensioner, or any question as to the weekly rate of pension, 
and the committee or sub-committee are to consider and 
determine the question in the same manner as in the case of 

a ftlftiTn- 

Appbals fbox Dboisioito of the Oohhitteb. 

Sect 7 (1) (c) of the Act provides for an appeal being 
made to the Board by the pension officer or any person 
aggrieved against a decision of the pension committee. 

For the purpose of making an appeal, forms 9 and 10 
must be used. A stock of these forms will be in the hands 
of each committee, and a copy of each form must be supplied 
by the derk of the committee, free of charge, to any person 
who desires to appeaL Before parting with them, tiie derk 
should mark them in the space at the right hand top comer 
with the name of the conunittee, and, in the case of any 
appellant other than the pension officer who makes a personal 
application for the forms, he should esphdn generally the 
process by which an appeal may be made. 

The notice of appeal (form 9) will be filled up with par- 
ticulars which will be obtainable from the notice of decision 
of the committee, and must be signed by the appellant, or, it 
he cannot write, he must affix his mark in the {presence of a 
witness, whose signature will be appended. The date on 
which it is sent to the Board must not be lat^ than seven 
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days after the day on which the notice of decision of the 
committee was receiyed by the claimant, or, if the appellant 
is a person who has not received a notioe (that is to say, a 
person other than the claimant or the pension officer), within 
seven days of the date of the decision. 

At the same time as he sends off form 9 to the Board the 
appellant must send or deliver form 10 to the derk of the 
committee. This form is a notification to the committee of 
the appeal having been made, and it is necessary that it 
should also state the grounds upon which the appellant 
considers that the dedsion against which he appeals was 
wrong. If he has any documentary evidence in support of 
his appeal, it should be annexed to form 10. The clerk of 
the committee, on receiving from the pension officer or* any 
person other than the claimant, notification of an appeal 
having been made against the allowance of a daim, must 
send to the claimant a notioe in form 11 informing him 
that an appeal has been brought. 

The clerk will annex form 10, and any document that may 
accompany it, to the file of papers relating to the daim, and 
at once send to the Board the whole file, induding all docu- 
ments concerning the claim which may be in the possession 
of the committee. He may append any further memorandum 
on the subject if he thinks fit, but he should not delay the 
dispatdi of the papers on that account. If the Board find it 
necessary to commimicate with the committee or the pension 
officer before dedding the appeal they will do so. Iq some 
cases they may find it expedient to direct local investigation 
to be made before dedding the appeaL 

The deddon of the Board will be communicated to the 
committee in a form corresponding to form 12 in the First 
Schedule to the Begulations. On recdving this form the 
derk of the committee should at onoe send form 13 com- 
municating the Board's deddon to the pension officer and 
the daimant, and should the appellant be ndther of these 
persons, a form should be sent to him also.

When Beyen days haye eLapsed from the date of reoeipt by 
the pension offtoer or the dalmant of the notice of decision 
of the committee, if no appeal has been made, the decision 
of the committee will become final and condunye. If any 
appeal is made the decision of the Board upon it will similarly 
be final and condnsiye. When this stage has been reached 
the derk of the conmdttee, after first entering a due record 
of the case in his register, is required to send the daim and 
all documents relating thereto, whidi are in the possession 
of the committee, to the pension officer. The Board will 
themsdyes, after the decision on an appeal has been giyen, 
send to the pension officer the documents whidi they haye 
recdyed from the committee. 

BMEJJBJLL or NBGLBOT of OOIOOTTXES TO OOVSIDEB 

Qladcs ob Quistions. 

Begulation 20 proyides for an application to the Board 
under paragraph (d) of sub-sect (1) of sect. 7 of the Act by a 
person aggrieyed by the refusal or neglect of a committee to 
consider a daim, or determine any question, and applies 
to sudi applications the proyinons of the BeguLations relating 
to the procedure of the Board on appeals. 

Paticbnt of Pbnsioito and Exfeetsks of Oommittebs. 

The functions of the committees do not extend to super- 
yising the payment of the pensions, nor are they required to 
consider questions of the continuance of qualification for 
pension, xmless such questions are brought before them by 
the pension officer for determination. 

Various points in connection with the expenses of the 
committees are dealt with in the Financial Instructions for 
pension committees and sub-conunittees issued by the 
Treasury^ copies of whidi accompany this Oircular. Oorre- 
spondence on matters of finance should be addressed to the 
Treasury, Whitehall, S.W. 
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Begulaidon 25, as applied to Sootland by regolation 3, 
provides for the immediate payment of the expenses of 
committees. 

EOBMS. 

A supply of the neoessary forms prescribed by the Begula- 
tions will be sent for the use of committees and sub-oom- 
mittees in due course. Further supplies can be procured, 
when required, free of charge, on requisition to tibie Clerk 
in Charge, H.M. Stationery Office, 26 St. James's Square, 
Edinburgh. 

It win be observed that, in order to enable all claims made 
during the year 1908 to be investigated and determined, 
whenever possible, before 1st January, 1909, regulation 87 
empowers the Board and the Treasury, if they see fit, to 
make Orders declaring the appointment of any committee 
to be valid notwithstanding any defect in the appointment 
thereof, or dispensing with compliance with any of the 
Begulations, or to make any Orders or give any directions 
otherwise necessary for the purpose of bringing ^e Act into 
effect.

OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT. 
LrsTBTTonoKAL Mbmobandttm. 

1. The oounty ootinoils and urban district connoiLs have 
had before them the Board's Circular Letter of the 4th instant 
relating to the meetings to be held during the present month 
in order to put into operation the proTisions of the Old Age 
Pensions Act, and this Memorandum refers to the farther 
preliminary arrangements to be made for the establishment 
of the local pension committees, upon whom, in conjunction 
with the pension offtcers to be appointed by the Treasury, 
the determination of daims for pensions will deyolye. 

APPOOmOENT OF LOOAI. PXNSION OOMHITTBE BY THB 

2. The first step to be taken by the council at this meeting 
is the appointment of the local pension committee referred to 
in sect. 8 (1) of the Act. At this meeting, or at any 
adjoxuimient thereof, the council may appoint the local 
pension committee, irrespectiye of any standing orders 
relating to notices to be given or business to be transacted. 

3. The council will observe from the Act that the members 
of the pension committee need not necessarily be members 
of the council, and it will be for the council to determine the 
number of persons outside their own body ^ any) who 
should be appointed on the committee. The total number 
of the committee must not exceed the number of the 
appointing coundl, and must not be less than seven. 
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4. In oonsidermg the selection of the persons to act on 
the pension committee, the council shonld bear in mind that 
the local sub-committees, upon whom the consideration of 
claims for pensions will in most cases ultimately fall, will be 
appointed by the pension committee and not by the council. 
11, therefore, in the case of a county the council desire that 
all the councillors representing the county electoral divisions 
should take part in the selection of these important com- 
mittees, they can effect this object by appointing every 
member of the council upon the pension committee in the 
first instance, thus leaving it to the council, in the capacity 
of pension committee, to determine the constitution of the 
sub-committees, the duties to be delegated to them, and the 
areas over which they will act Where sub-committees are 
not considered necessary the council, in appointing the local 
pension committee will, doubtless, avail themselves of their 
right to select members from outside their own body. This, 
however, is a matter which the Act leaves entirely to the 
discretion of the appointing council. 

The coundl must send notice to the Local Qovemment 
Board of the appointment of the committee, immediately 
upon its formation. 

5. Having appointed the committee, the cotmcil must then 
fix a date and place for the first meeting of the committee, 
and this date must be within fourteen days of the meeting at 
which the committee is appointed. It will be the duty of the 
derk of the council to convene the meeting upon the date 
fixed. 

ApPOINTMXNT 07 SUB-COMMi'iTEJBS BT THB FSNSIOK 
COMMITTEll. 

6. Each sub-committee must consist of not more than 
nine members and not less than five. It must be composed 
either wholly or partly of members of the local pension com- 
mittee, and it will, therefore, be necessary that at least one 
member of every sub-committee should be a member of the 
pension committee. 
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7. In the urban distriotB with a population not much in 
6X0688 of tho 10,000 limit tho pension committee may find 
themaelTee able to dispense with sub-committees; but in the 
larger cities and counties the Board beUeye that it would be 
quite impossible to do so. A single committee in a county 
or large city would scarcely be able to find time to deal wilii 
all the applications which would come before them by the 
1st of January next, and it is not likely that they would be 
in possession of sufficient knowledge of the people in every 
part of their district to facilitate them in the consideration 

of a1a.itwii^^ 

8. The Board therefore believe that at all eyents until the 
claims of all the persons at present eligible tar pensions are 
disposed of, nearly every pension committee outside the 
urban districts above referred to will find it necessary to 
appoint sub-committees ; and where this is agreed upon, the 
pension committee will then have to determine the number 
of such sub-committees, the areas for which they are to be 
appointed, and whether they will delegate their powers 
and duties absolutely to the sub-committees or only in 
part* 

The decision of the committee upon these points must be 
forthwith notified to the Local Government Board.

SxrB-Ck)]oaTTBBS by thb Pension Oommitteb. 

9. The question of the number of sub-committees and the 
area to be assigned to each is a most important one, and it 
will probably be found advisable to select well-known and 
well-defined areas which are wholly within the county, 
rather than to form entirely new combinations. In sparsely 
populated districts the rural district might in many cases be 
suitable, while in populous areas and the congested districts 
of the West, dispensary districts or the petty sessions 
districts might probably be, convenient units. In cities a 
combination of municipal wards might answer in some cases. 
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bat on these points each oonunittee must be guided by con- 
siderations of the extent and population of its own area. 

10. The question as to whether the duties of the pension 
committee should be Relegated wholly or in part to the sub- 
committees, is one which the committee should not decide 
until they have studied the procedure laid down in the 
Begulations regarding the determination of claims for 
pension. The Local Goyemment Board's opinion, based 
upon a fuU consideration of these Begulations, is that, if such 
committees are appointed at all, it is better that the entire 
work of determining claims should be left to the sub- 
committees, and provided the local pension committee take 
care that they are adequately represented on each sub- 
committee their influence oyer the general administration of 
the Act would, no doubt, be fully maintained. 

If the local pension committee were themselyes to under- 
take the consideration of the p«[ision officers' reports in the 
case of large counties, claimants for pension who may be 
called to appear before the pension committee would be put 
to great hardship if they had to travel long distances to the 
committee, and even if the investigations and personal inter- 
views were delegated to the sub-committees, and the pension 
committee retained in their own hands the final decision in 
each case, the correspondence and possible friction between 
the central committee and the sub-committees, and the 
labour and travelling imposed upon the pension officers, 
would complicate and delay procedure and militate against 
the smooth and successful working of the Act. 

Apfointmbnt of Oubbxs to Oohmittbbs* 

11. If the duties of the pension committee are delegated 
absolutely to sub-committees, a derk for the pension 
committee may not be required permanently, but each 
sub-committee must appoint a permanent derk who shall 
hold office during their pleasure, and whose remuneration 
must be within the scale fixed by the Treasury, by whom all 
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the «zpenfi8 ol the oomxnittee up to an amoimt a p prove d by 
them will be reimbuned* Upon his appointment the clerk 
mnet immediately notify his name and address to the Local 
GoTenmient Booffd. 

12. The duties of the derk will not, in the Board's opinion, 
be soffident in the majority of oases to occupy his entire 
time after the first series of applications has becm dealt with, 
but care should be taken to appoint some well qualified and 
eoqMfienced person to the post, who would be competent to 
conduct the correspondence of the committee, to keep their 
aoooonts, and to give them intdligent assistance in carrying 
out the Begnlations and the Act of Parliament 

FnrijroiAL ABBAvamirrs. 

13. The funds of the committee for the payment of 
immediate expenses must be adyanoed in the first instance 
by the ooundlB, but they will subsequently be repaid by the 
Treasury. Instructions relating to receipts and disburse- 
ments by the committee will no doubt be issued by the 
Treasury to the committees in due course, 

FOBMS OF APFUGATIOirS FOB PEZTSIOITS. 

14. The forms of application for pensions will be ayailable 
at the post ofiftoes in October, and these forms when filled 
up by the applicants will be sent by the Post Office officials 
to the pension officers, whose reports and recommendations 
thereon will be transmitted to the committees in due course. 

Pensiov Offigbbs. 

15. The pension officers, who will be imder the control 
of the Oommissioners of Inland Beyenue, will shortly be 
appointed, and the Board understand they wiU be officers of 



Dtttdbs of Oommittbbs. 
'16. The duties of the pension committee, or sub-com- 
mittee, in adjudicating upon the report and recommendations 
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of the pension officer with respect to each daim for an old 
age pension, are very fuUy set out in clauses 8 to 19 of the 
Begalations. It is hoped that the Begulations will be issued 
before the first meeting of the pension committee is held. 

It is essential to the proper administration of the Act that 
eyery member of the committee and sub-committee should 
carefully study this part of the Begalations, and for this 
reason the Local Qoyemment Board consider it inexpedient 
to attempt to put before them any abbreyiated summary of 
the committee's obligations and ree^onsibilities under these 
clauses. The Board have no doubt that the pension com- 
mittees, recognising the important duties which have been 
entrusted to them by Parliament, will spare no effort to 
ensure that the beneficent intentions of the Act are carried 
out in Ireland in a judicious and careful manner.

I am directed lyy tiie Local Qoyemment Board for Lreland 
to direct your spedal attention to the provisions contained in 
the above-named Act, Begulations, and Instructions mth 
respect to the ezpenies of pension committees, sub-com- 
mittees, and o£Bcers. 

The provisions contained in the Act under this head are 
set forth generallj in sect 10, sub-sects. (1) (c) and (4), but 
are dealt with more spedfioally in the Begolations and 
Instructions. 

The clauses of the Begulations dealing ynih this subject 
which require your special attention are Nos. 22, 23, 25, 
and 28 (2). 

The Financial Instructions as a whole deal with the subject 
of expenses and must be carefully studied. 

It will be necessary, in view of the quarterly recoupment 
of expenses of pension committees by the Treasury, that 
each local authority shall keep the details of expenditure 
and recoupments in connection with tiie work of the com- 
mittees apart from the ordinary expenditure and receipts. 

For this puxpose special columns should be used in the 
Financial Statement Books of Beceipts and Expenditure, 
(forms 1 and 2, Public Bodies Order, 1904). 
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The total amoxuit expended in each quarter ahotild be 
posted from form 2 to a special *' Old Age Pensions" account 
in the ledger ; and any amotmts recouped by the Treasury 
within the financial period should be carried from form 1 to 
that account. 

The balance of the account, being the amount not recouped 
within the financial period, should be carried, in suspense, 
to the balance sheet as a special item of the treasurer's 
balance, pending recoupment or audit.

OLD AGE PENSIONS ACT, 1908. 

FOTAIVCIAL iNSTBUOnOirS FOB PXNSI(»r OOMMITTEES 
AND ST7B-Ck)MMITTEB8. 

1. The lemunerotion of the olerks to pension oommittees 
and sab-oomxnitteeB will be by fees at such rates (indusiye 
of oat-of-pooket expenses) as may be fixed by the pension 
oommittoe of each local authoiity within the following 
scale: — 

(1) For general incidental expenses, including office 
accommodation (see par^tgraph 6) : — 

(a) Committees of counties (excluding the $. d. 
county of London) : — 

For every 1,000 or part of 1,000 of total 
population of the area served by the 
committee . . • per quarter 2 6 

(b) Oommittees of the county of London, county 
boroughs, boroughs, and urban districts : — 

For every 1,000 or part of 1,000 of total 
population of the area served by the 
committee • . . per quarter 1 

(2) For claims and questions (inclusive of postage 
and incidental expenses in connection with such 
claims and questions) : — 

(a) For each daim or question dealt with in 
each quarter by a committee or sub-com- 
mittee, not exceeding 20 in all . .50 

(b) For each daim or question in excess of 20 . 2 6 

For the purposes of this paragraph ''claim" means a 
daim to a pension considered upon report after investigatioii 
by the pension officer (regulation 9 (1)). No fee will be 
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payable in respect of daiiiis not inyestigated by that office^ 
which may be subject of a special report under ilie proviso to 
that regulation. ** Question " means a question with regard 
to an existing pension raised and determined upon the report 
of the pension officer under regulation 17. 

2. The fees for general incidental expenses (including 
office accommodation) to be paid to the derk to the pension 
committee and to eadi of the derks of sudi sub-committees 
as they may appoint will be fixed by the committee at such 
amount in eadi case as they may think proper, provided 
that the total does not exceed the maximum for the area 
served by the committee calculated on the basis of the total 
population of that area in accordance with the scale laid 
down in paragraph 1 (1). No fee will be payable in respect 
of any period prior to 1st October, 1908. 

The committee will transmit to the Treasury through the 
derk of the appointing council complete schedules of the 
fees approved from time to time for each derk, and the 
accounts will be dealt with va, accordance with the sdiedule 
last submitted. Whenever any alteration or revision takes 
place, a new and complete schedule will be required. 

3. The fees in reepect of daims and questions will be 
calculated upon the work of each committee or sub-com- 
mittee separately, provided that not more than one fee will be 
payable in respect of eadi daim or question. In case of any 
daima or questions being dealt with in the first instance by 
a sub-committee and afterwards referred to the committee, 
or vice vered, one-half of the total ntimber of such claims 
will, for the purpose of applying the scale laid down in para- 
graph 1 (2), be counted as having been dealt witb by the 
sub-committee, and one-half as having been dealt with by 
the committee. 

4. The use of the offices of a local authority is to be 
obtained for meetings of sub-conmuttees and committees 
free of diarge (except a diarge not exceeding 2«. 6d, per 
meeting for heating, lighting, or deaning), whenever such 
offices are available (regulation 22). 
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Where suoh offices axe not ayaikble a charge for hire of a 
room not exceeding lOi. 6d. in respect of each meeting will 
he passed in the accounts, subject to the production of a 
proper youcher and upon a certificate by the clerk of the 
oounty, borough or urban district council by whom the 
committee is appointed, that he has satisfied himself that no 
offices of a local authority were available. 

5. The greater part of the correspondence of derks will be 
by means of forms, which will be supplied free of charge by 
the Stationery Office upon requisition. These will be entitled 
to free transmission through the post The indusiye fees 
laid down in paragraph 1 are intended to coyer the cost of 
stationery and postage for any other correspondence (induding 
notices of meetings of the committees), the cost of oonyeying 
registers and other documents to and firom the meeting, and 
incidental expenses generally. 

6. Trayelling or other expenses incurred by members of 
committees or sub-committees or their clerks in connection 
wiih meetings of such committees or sub-committees or 
otherwise will not be admitted as a diarge against public 
funds. 

7. There being no power under the Act to repay expenses 
incurred by claimants to pensions, sudi payments can in no 
circumstances be admitted for reimbursement. 

8. Glerks to pension committees and sub-committees wiU 
render their accounts for fees and expenses to the clerk of 
the appointing council at sudi tune and in sudi manner as 
he may direct, to be dealt with by him as provided by 
regulation 25. The derk of the appointing council will 
within one month after the end of each quarter submit a 
daim for reimbursement to the Treasury, showing in one 
account the details of all expenditure defrayed by the 
appointing council during the quarter in ree^>ect of the 
pension committee and all sub-committees in its area, with 
the relative vouchers, and the amount ei^nded will be 
reimbursed to him by the Treasury subject to the daim» 
upon examination, behig found to be in order. 
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9. In the case of small authorities, when the amounts 
necessary to meet the expenses in the first instance cannot 
conyeniently be advanced out of local funds (see regula- 
tion 25 (2), the Treasury will be prepared to consider the 
question of making advances at the beginning of each quarter 
by way of imprest under regulation 25 (3) upon receiving an 
application from the council explaining the circumstances 
which make such advances necessary. 

Accounts of all expenditure out of such advances must be 
rendered quarterly to the Treasury in the same manner and 
subject to the same rules as to vouchers, etc. as claims for 
reimbursement under paragraph 8. Credit will be allowed 
thereon for such expenditure as, upon examination, is found 
to be in order. 

10. If any question arises necessitating a reference to the 
Treasury, or if Treasury sanction is required for any special 
or exceptional expenditure by a committee or sub-committee, 
the derk to the committee or sub-oommittee will refer the 
matter to the derk of the appointing council, who will 
submit it to the Treasury with his recommendations thereon. 

The Treasury cannot in any circumstances undertake to 
correspond with committees or sub-committees except 
through the derk of the appointing council.

THE NATUEAUZATION ACT, 1870. 

(33 ViOT. 0. 14.) 

An Act to amend the Law relating to the legal condition 
of Aliens and British Subjects. [12th May 1870.] 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relating to the 
legal condition of aliens and British subjects : 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited for aU purposes as ''The Short titto. 
Naturalization Act, 1870." 

Statue o/AUene in the United Kingdom. 

2, Beal and personal property of every description may be Osptdty of 
taken, acquired, held, and disposed of by an alien in the Jo piop^. 
same manner in all respects as by a natural-bom British 
subject ; and a title to real and personal property of every 
description may be derived through, from, or in succession 

to an alien, in the same manner in all respects as through, 
from, or in succession to a natural-bom British subject: 
Provided, — 

(1) That this section shall not confer any right on an 
alien to hold real property situate out of the United 
Kingdom, and shall not qualify an alien for any ofi^ 
or for any muiiicipal, parliamentary, or other franchise : 

(2) That this section shall not entitle an alien to any right 
or privilege as a British subject, except such rights and 
privileges in respect of property as axe hereby ezpresdy 
given to him :
